IX.—LAND REVENUE. 


By Proclamation No. 49, of 1889, and No. 8, of 1391, the following Rules and Regulations for the 
disposal of Crown Lands in this Colony were proclaimed :— 


I.—Sale of Crown Lands, exclusive of Crown Reserves, Township Lands, and certain Pasture Lands. 


Exclusive of all lands which are already, or which shal] hereafter be, set apart for public purposes, 
either permanently, such as Crown Forests and lands required for the purposes of public defence and 
convenience, or temporarily, such as lands required for the formation of “ Special Settlements,” under 
the provisions of Law No. 21, 1876, or otherwise for the time being, such as certain pasture lands not 
adapted for agriculture, and certain coal-bearing lands in the Division of Newcastle, in the County of 
Klip River, the conditions for the renting out or leasing of which for grazing purposes are hereinafter 
separately dealt with and exclusive also of certain Township Lands, the conditions for the sale of which 
are hereinafter separately dealt with, the unappropriated waste lands of the Crown are open for sale, in 


lots varying in extent from 10 to 2,000 acres. 


2. All lands opened for sale under these Regulations will be sold in freehold, and by public auction 
only to the highest bidder, and the upset price of such lands shall be at the rate of ten shillings per acre, 
except in the case of certain Coast lands which have reverted to the Crown under Law No. 4 of 1872, or 
such lands as have been, or may hereafter be, adjudicated to the Crown in satisfaction of claims for arrear 
Quit-rents, the upset price of which lands shall be subject to such increase as may be determined by 


reference to the valuation or transfer of land in the same locality and of like character. 


3. All lands will be sold subject to the following special servitudes, which shall be set forth in the 
conditions of sale and stated in the title deeds, namely :— 


(a) All authorised roads, railways, telegraphs, thoroughfares, and watercourses, now made or 


running on the said lands, shall remain free and uninterrupted, as in their present or past use. 


(b) The said lands shall be liable, without compensation to any proprietor, or to any sub-grantee 
or lessee thereof, to have any roads, railways, railway stations, telegraphs, or watercourses, 
made over any part of them for the public use and benefit by order of the Colonial Govern- 
ment, except those parts in which any building may actually be thereon erected at the 
time when any such roads, railways, railway stations, telegraphs, or watercourses may be 
required to be made; in respect of which building, if required to be moved for any such 


purpose, reasonable compensation shall be made by the said Government. 
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(c) The said lands shall be liable, without compensation to any proprietor or to any sub-grante 
or lessee thereof, to the entry thereon by any person, by order of the Colonial Government, 
to remove therefrom any coil or any other mineral that may be found thereon, and also to 
the right of the Colonial Goverument to carry out such workings on or in the said lands 
as may be required for the removal or utilization of such coals or other minerals, and aly 
reserving in the Colonial Government the right of entry on said lands, and removing 
therefrom such materials, not including timber or wood, as may from time to time lk 
required for the construction and repairs of any part of any public road running through 


the said lands. 


(d) The said lands, if 500 acres or more in extent, will be sold subject to the general right ofall 
travellers to outspan upon them, in suitable situations, for not more than twenty-foor 
hours, unless longer detained by just cause, as provided for under Law No. 9 of 1870, and 
to such other regulations relative to outspan as may hereafter be deemed necessary, and 


declared by the Government for the interests of the public. 


4. Persons desirous of acquiring Crown Lands by purchase must make application in writing to the 
Surveyor-General, and must set forth, in such application, the Division in which the !and they wish to 
purchase is situated, and, as far as is practicable, its position, bouadaries, and extent. Should the Surveyor- 
General see no objection to the land so applied for being disposed of by public sale, he will submit the 
application for the approval of the Governor ; and, upon such approval, he will call upon the applicant 
to deposit with him the probable amount of fees required for the inspection, survey, and erection of 
beacons, in accordance with the Tariff of Survey Fees, as fixed under Government Notice No. 124, of the 


28th October, 1861, or such other Government Notice as may be in force at the time. 


5. In the event of the sale of the lands applied for, the expenses attending the survey will be borne 
by the purchaser; and, should the original applicant not become the purchaser, the fecs deposited by him 


for the survey will be returned to him; but, should no sale take place, no such refund will be made. 


6. The Surveyor-General, on receiving the survey fees, will proceed with the inspection and survey 
of the lands for which applicatign has been made, subject to the general conditions contained in Schedule 
A; and the applicant shall, personally, or by duly appointed deputy, attend at the inspection and at the 
marking off, by beacons, of the boundaries of the lands at the points where the lines intersect, and at 
such other points along the boundaries as may be necessary; and upon completion of such survey, notice 
shall be published by the Surveyor-General in the Government Gazette, at least one month before the day of 
sale, setting forth that the lands so surveyed will be offered for sale by public auction ata time and 
place named in the notice. 

7. On the day named in the said notice, the Surveyor-General shall cause the lands to be pat ap for 
sale by public auction. 

8. The lands having been put up to sale by public auction shall be declared provisionally sold to the 
highest bidder who shall, subject to the approval of the Surveyor-General, be deemed to be the pu 
chaser, and such purchaser, if so approved, shall, immediately after the sale, sign the certificate of sale 
and purchase, and shall also pay to the Surveyor-General or the person deputed by him to receive the 


same, the expenses of the survey in full, together with a sum of not less than one-twentieth part of the 
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total purchase price, and in default of such payment at the time, all rizht or claim to such land through 
purchase at such public auction shall, in consequence of such default, become forfeited and cancelled, 
and notwithstanding such forfeiture and cancellation, such approved purchaser who ought to have signed 
but has failed to sign the certificate of sale and purchase, shall be liable to be sned in any competent 


Court in the Colony for a sum equal, as aforesaid, to the amount of survey fees in full, and one-twentieth 
part of the total purchase prico. 


9. Upon the aforesaid payments being made, the Surveyor-General shall issue to the purchaser a 
certificate of sale and purchase, and shall attach thereto a diagram showing the position, extent, and 
boundaries of the land, which certificate shall set forth the conditions on which the land was sold, and 


shall be in the form of a contract signed by the Surveyor-General and by the purchaser of the land. 


10. Within six months of the date of sale, the purchaser shall enter upon beneficial occupation of 
the land. To constitute such beneficial occupation, there must be continuous personal occupation by 
the purchaser, or by his agent, duly approved of by the Surveyor-General, during six months in the 
first year, and nine months in each succeeding year, for a period of ten years, commencing from the date 
of sale, and the erection and maintenance of a suitable homestead or dwelling-house, and the cultivation, 


where the lands purchased are 100 acres or more in extent, of not less than one acre in every 100 acres. 


11. Upon the issue of the certificate of sale and purchase, due notice of the purchase and of the 
certificate shall be communicated to the Resident Magistrate of the Division in which the land is 
situated ; and, at jthe close of each year, commencing from the date of sale, and at the close of each 
succeeding year until the expiration of the tenth year from the date aforesa;d, the holder of the certifi- 


cate shall obtain from the Resident Magistrate of the Division a certificate showing that there has been 
such beneficial occupation. 


12. At the close of every year, commencing from the date of sale, the holder of the certificate shall 
pay, either to the Surveyor-General or to the Resident Magistrate of the Division in which the land is 
situated, not less than one-twentieth part of the total purchase amount, until the whole amount has been 


paid; and the Surveyor-General or the Resident Magistrate shall elit a receipt for the payment 80 
made. 


13. The Resident Magistrate shall forward to the Surveyor-General a duplicate copy of every 
certificate of beneficial occupation given by him as aforesaid ; and shall also account to the Surveyor. 
General for all payments made to him; and the Surveyor-General shall pay all moneys received by him, 
whether from the holder of the certific.te of the land or from the Resident Magistrate, into the Colonial 
Treasury, and shall keep an account of the same. 


14. Upon receipt by him of the final instalment of the purchase money, and of the final certificate- 
of beneficial occupation, and, upon being satisfied that the land has been beneficially occupied for a 
period of ten years, immediately following the date of sale, the Sarveyor-General shall prepare a title. 
vesting the land so occupied in freehold in the holder of the certificate, which title shall be upon parch-. 
ment, and shall be submitted to the Governor for his signature and for the Seal of the Colony.

IX.—LAND REVENUE (continued), 


lo. The purchaser of any piece of land under these Regulations, may, at any time after the date of 
sale, make payment, either to the Resident Magistrate of the Division, or to the Surveyor-General, of the 
purchase price, and receive a receipt for such payment; but title to the land shall not be issued unless 


and until the land has been beneficially occupied for a period of ten years, immediately following the 


date of the sale thereof. 


16. Upon the issue of every such title, the Surveyor-General shall cause the same to be registered in 
the office of the Registrar of Deeds; and the purchaser shall pay to the Surveyor-General’s office, in 


vespect of such title and registration, a fee of forty shillings 


17. Portions of land, not exceeding 320 acres in the case of agricultural lands, and 1,000 acres in 
the case of pastoral lands, for the purchase of which in freehold special application is made to the Sur. 
veyor-General, and the sale of which is authorised by the Governor, shall be sold, in freehold, by public 


auction to the highest bidder at an upset price of £1 per acre. 


18. The lands so sold as aforesaid shall be subject to the special servitudes set forth in Clause 3, 


and to no other servitude. The total amount of the purchase money must be paid by the parchaser of 


such lands within a period of three months from the day of sale. 


19. In the case of bona fide Immigrants from Europe, lands need not be sold by public auction, 
“blocks” of land, not exceeding 50,000 acres in extent, may, from time to time, be surveyed and laid of 
as reserves for Immigrants, to be disposed of under such conditions and regulations as the Governor in 


Council may from time to time direct to be issued. 


20. For the purpose of these Regulations any portions of Forest Land of a greater area than ten 
acres shall be deemed to be Crown Forests, and shall be permanently set aside and reserved to the Crown, 


and shall not be sold or alienated under these Regulations. 


II.—Sate or Townsuip Lanps. 


21. All Township Lands Pi set apart for sale in the Townships hereinafter mentioned, and in 
such Townships as may hereafter be laid out, and not reserved or otherwise appropriated, will be open 
in lots not exceeding one erf, for sale in freehold, and by public auction to applicants, and for purchase 
at the several upset prices as below mentioned, subject to the rules for times and manner of payment 88 
hereinafter set forth, and subject also, as in the case of other Crown Lands, to beneficial occupation by 


the purchaser,

22. All Town Lots so sold shall be subject to the conditions of personal occupation by the purchaser, 
or by his agent, duly approved of by the Surveyor-General, or of useful occupation in the form of any 
building required for purposes of industrial business, and, except in special cases, provided for in the 
next following Rule, to payment of the purchase price in ten annual instalments, the first of which shall 


be payable on the day of sale. 


23. In the event of the owner of a lot in any Township, or the person to whom he may have assigned 
such lot, erecting permanent buildings on such lot, suitable as dwelling-houses, or for industrial purposes 
in such Township, of such value determined by a Sworn Land Surveyor and the Resident Magistrate of 
the Division in which such Township is situated, as shall be not less than cight times the upset price of 
such lot, it shall be within the option of such owner, or the person to whom he may have assigned the 
lot, to make payment of all outstanding instalments of the purchase price, and claim a title deed which 
shall vest the land in such owner, or assignee of the original owner, in the same manner as if the fall 
period of beneficial occupation had been rendered: Provided always such purchaser or assignee be bound 
during the ten years from the original purchase to keep, or cause to be kept, such buildings in a suffi- 


cient state of repair. 


f 


III.— Rutes APPLICABLE TO ALL LAND SoOsuD UNDER THE ABOVE REGULATIONS. 


24. In the event of any purchaser failing to fulfil the conditions of beneficial occupation, or occupa- 
tion as hereinbefore mentioned, or failing to pay any annual instalment of the purchase price, the cer- 
tificate of sale and purchase will be cancelled ; all payments and improvements by the purchaser being 


forfeited, and the sale becoming null and void. 


25. In the event of the decease or bankruptcy of the purchase: before the issue of title to the land, 
his heirs, executors, administrators, or assigns, upon fulfilment of the conditions of occupation and pay- 


ment of purchase price in the manner aforesaid, shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges of the 
original purchaser. 
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26. Any purchaser may, subject to the approval and consent of the Surveyor-General, cede and 
assign all his right, title, interest, and claim in and to any occupation certificate, and the rights con- 
ferred thereby. The assignee, if approved by the Surveyor-General, must undertake and bind himself 
to fulfil and perform all the conditions of the occupation certificate and of the purchase contract. No 
cession or assignment shall be approved of until all payments have been made and conditions fulfilled up 


to the date when such cession or assignment is submitted for approval. 


27. In the event of the cession by the purchaser of any piece of Jand to any person approved of by 
the Surveyor-General, such person shall be entitled to all the rights of the original purchaser upon the 
fulfilment of the conditions of occupation and payment of the purchase price, in the manner provided in 
the Rules and Regulations for the disposal of Crown Lands, and further upon the payment of office fees, 
computed at the rate of four per cent., upon the total amount of the instalments accruing upon such lot 
of land up to the date previous to such cession, on which an instalment felldue. And also payment, com. 
puted at the rate of four per cent., upon any further sum the seller may have received from the pur- 
chaser in respect of such cession: Provided also that there shall be a solemn declaration by both seller 


and parchaser setting forth the amount of such further sum. 


TV.—PastoraL Leases AND LIcensEsS. 


28. The Crown Lands in the Division of Newcastle, in the County of Klip River, which are known 
as coal-bearing lands, and also lands elsewhere in the Colony, which are unsuitable for agricultural pur- 
poses, will be open for occupation for grazing in areas varying from 500 acres to 5,000 acres, by annual 


license or lease for any term not exceeding two years. 


29. The upset rental of such lands will be at the rate of one penny per acre per annum, and shall 


be payable in advance. 


30. Any person desirous of renting or leasing any of the aforementioned lands must make applica- 
tion, in writing, to the Surveyor-General, setting forth the situation and extent of the land applied for, 
and the Surveyor-General, should there be no objection to the lease of the land, shall call upon the 
applicant to deposit with him the probable amount of fees for the survey of land applied for, in accord- 
ance with the tariff of survey fees as fixed under Government Notice No. 124, of 1861, or such other 
tariff as may be in force at the time, and shall instroct a survey of the land to be made, at which survey 


the applicant shall attend to take over the beacons. 


31. Within a reasonable time after the survey, the Surveyor-General shall cause a notice to be pub- 
lished in the Government Gazette at least one month before the date of sale, setting forth that the lease of 


the land so surveyed will be offered for sale upon a date named in the notice. 


32. The lease having been put up to public auction, shall be sold to the highest bidder, who shall 
be deemed to be the purchaser, and who shall, immediately after the sale, sign a contract of lease, and 
pay to the Surveyor-General, or the person deputed by him to receive the same, the amount of the sur- 
vey fees in full, together with a sum of money equal to twelve months’ rental of such land, and in default 


of such payment at the time, all right or claim to such lease through purchase at such public auction 
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shall become forfeited and cancelled, and notwithstanding such forfeiture and cancellation, the person 
who has been declared the highest bidder, and who ought to have signed, but who has failed to sign, the 
contract of lease, shall be liable to be sued in any competent Court in the Colony, for a sum equal, as 
aforesaid, to the expenses of the survey in full, and twelve months’ rental of such land. 


33. Every lease will be subject to the servitudes attached to the land set forth in Sections a, b, c and 
d, of Rule No. 3, and may be determined by either party upon a six months’ notice being given, the 
party giving such notice forfeiting the fees paid for survey, or the lease may be transferred by the 
lessee, with the consent of the Surveyor-General, upon payment of a fee of ten shillings. 


34. On the expiration of a lease by effluxion of time or otherwise, it may again, unless the land be 
required by the Government for other purposes, be offered for sale by public auction for a further term 
not exceeding two years, and the successive lessees shall, immediately after the sale, pay to the Surveyor- 
General, in addition to one year’s rental of the land, amounts equal to four-fifths, three-fifths, two-fifths, 
or one-fifth respectively, of the original cost of the survey of the land, and such amounts shall, in each 
case, be handed over by the Surveyor-General to the previous lessee; and provided, further, that, in 
the case of lands surveyed prior to the date of this Proclamation, the purchaser shall not be required to 
pay any survey fees, but should he desire to have the beacons of the land pointed out to him, he will be 
required to deposit with the Surveyor-General a sum sufficient for that purpose. 


35. All leases so made or entered into shall be duly recorded in a book to be kept by the Surveyor- 
General, and every person to whom a lease is issued, shall pay to the Surveyor-General a fee of twenty 
shillings sterling. 


36. Should any person who may already have purchased Crown Lands under the Regulations of the 
16th day of October, 1880, or under the Regulations of the 23rd day of September, 1889, make applica- 
tion to purchase other lands, such person may be required to produce to the Surveyor-General satisfac- 
tory proof that the land so purchased has been beneficially occupied in the manner stipulated in the 
certificate of sale thereof, and should he fail to do so the Surveyor-General may decline to record such 
application. 


37. The Inspector of Crown Lands is hereby empowered to grant to persons whose lands he may 
have inspected certificates to the effect that such lands have been beneficially occupied in terms of the 
certificates of sale thereof, and such certificates so granted shall be deemed to be sufficient proof that the 
conditions of occupation have been fulfilled. 


ADDENDUM.— By Proclamation No. 3, 1892, the Township of Van Reenen was added to the list of 
Townships mentioned in Proclamation No. 49 of 1889, and the upset price per erf fixed at £25. 


The following amended Rules and Regulations for the disposal ‘of Township lands were also 
proclaimed :— 

1. All lands set apart for sale in the Townships mentioned, and lands in such Townships as may 
hereafter be laid ont, and which have not been reserved or otherwise appropriated, will be open, in lots 
not exceeding one erf, for sale in freehold, by public auction, at the several upset prices mentioned, sub- 
ject to the rules regulating the manner of payment as hereinafter set forth. 


2. All lands so sold shall be subject to payment of the purchase price, in four equal instalments, the 
first of which shall be paid to the Surveyor-General on the day of sale, and the remaining instalments 
at intervals of eight months. 


3. The purchaser shall be bound, by the contract of sale, to erect upon the land, within two years 
from the date of purchase, a dwelling-house or other building suitable for iniustrial purposes, or of a 
value of not less than one hundred pounds sterling, such value to be certified by the Resident. Magistrate 
of the Division in which the land is situated, and an appraiser appointed by the Surveyor-General. 

4. On receipt by the Surveyor-General of the final instalment of the purchase price, and of the 
certificates above referred to, the Surveyor-General shall prepare a title deed vesting the land in free- 
hold in the holder of the contract of sale, which title shall be on parchment and shall be submitted to 
the Governor for his signature, and for the Seal of the Colony. 
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5. In the event of any purchaser, or holder of a certificate of sale and purchase, failing to make 
payment of any of the instalments of the purchase price, or failing to erect upon the land, within tro 








years from the date of sale, a dwelling-house or other building suitable for industrial purposes, ofa vale 


of not less than one hundred pounds sterling, the certificate of sale shall be cancelled, all payments and 
improvements by the holder of the certificate being forfeited, and the sale becoming null and void. 


SCHEDULE A. 
GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS TO BE OBSERVED IN THE SuRVEY oF Crown Lanps. 
1. Each allotment shall be laid off with reference to natural boundaries and features, sharing equally 
with other lands left open as Crown Lands, or surveyed at the same time for other applicants, arable, 
forest, and pasture capabilities. 


2. Both banks of an important stream are not to be included in any one lot, unless the area of the 
lot is of such magnitude as to render such a condition necessary. 


3. In surveying a river boundary, the bank of the stream or river is to be adopted as the boundary. 


4. Lands left vacant, if of less width than one mile, must be included in the survey of adjoining 
lands ; or the width must not be less than that of the land laid off, or to be laid off, adjoining the same. 


5. Each lot should be bounded by four approximately equal sides, deviations from this being only 
permitted with the view to connection with adjoining lands, or to take advantage of river boundaries 
and other natural features referred to in paragraph 1. Such deviations, moreover, will be attended with 
@ proportionate increase in the cost of the survey. 


6. Each lot must be connected with the boundaries of some other lot of land which has been already 
laid off on the General Plan in the Surveyor-General’s office, and all details of such connection will be 
required with the details of the survey of the lot so connected. 


7. The proprietors of adjoining lots of lands, already laid off, must be made aware by the surveyor, 
through notice duly given, of any new survey or surveys to be undertaken. The beacons and boundary 
lines of such adjoining lots must be carefully compared, and the new survey will proceed from, or be 


worked to, them. 


8. Before proceeding with any survey, the details of all adjoining surveys must be taken by the sur 
veyor from the plans in the Surveyor-General’s office. 


9. The conditions laid down in the Government Notice No. 32, 1862, with regard to the erection and 
delivery of beacons to the intending purchasers, or to their deputies or agents, must be strictly observed. 


10. Notice, within reasonablo time, must be given by the surveyor to each applicant or his agent, fo 
enable him to be present at the survey, inclading the inspection; and to erect beacons, and take over 
the boundaries, according to the notice cited above. 


11. In the event of several applications being made for land in a locality, the total area of which 18 
not sufficient for the allotment to each applicant of the full area, the respective areas applied for may be 
reduced with the concurrence of the applicants; and if this is not practicable from any cause, nataral or 
otherwise, the survey of each lot will take place in the order of the dates of the applications for the 
same. 

12. Should any survey approach the boundary of the Colony in the Drakensberg, it will be necessary 
to connect the same with that boundary line if the distance is less than one mile; and in no case may 


the space intervening between any survey and that boundary line be of less width than that of such 


survey.

NEWSPAPERS. 


The postage on Newspapers is at the rate of one half-penny for every four ounces, or odd fraction of 
four ounces, that any newspaper may weigh. No postage is, however, charged on the first issue of news- 
papers printed and published within the Colony, and posted by the publishers within two days of the 
date of publication, in printed wrappers approved by the Postmaster-General, and bearing the title of 
the newspaper and the name and address of the publishers. 


If a newspaper or packet of newspapers be posted unpaid it is sent to the Returned Letter Office to 
be destroyed, but if posted insufficiently paid it is duly forwarded according to its address, and is charged 
on delivery with double the amount of the deficient postage. 


PARCELS. 


The rate chargeable for the transmission of parcels through the post is Twopence for every four 
ounces or fractional part thereof. 


If a parcel be posted unpaid it is chargeable on delivery with double postage; if insufficiently paid 
with double the deficiency. 
LIMIT OF WEIGHTS AND DIMENSIONS. 
No article sent by post from one place to another within the Colony may exceed 7lbs. in weight, or 


two feet in length, or one foot in width or depth, unless it be forwarded to or from one of the Government 
offices, 
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XI.—POST OFFICE (continued). 
REGISTRATION. 


The fee for registering a letter, packet, newspaper, parcel, or other article is fourpence. 


Registered articles, excepting those forwarded on Government service, must be prepaid as regards 
both postage and registration. 


RE- DIRECTION. 


Every inland letter, post-card, book, or pattern or sample packet, newspaper, or parcel re-directed 
and forwarded is chargeable with a fresh fee at the ordinary prepaid rate. But the Durban, Musgrave 
Road, and Point Offices are regarded as being within the same delivery, and there is no charge for re- 


direction from one to another of these. 


In the case of registered articles re-directed, only a fresh postage fee is charged; a farther registrs- 
tion fee is not levied unless the article, when re-directed, is dropped into a letter-box (the word “ regis 
tered” not being erased, or being erased in pencil only) iustead of being taken back to the Post Office 
and handed to the Postmaster or Registration Clerk. In this case the article is charged with the double 


registration fee of 8d., less the value of any stamps affixed for fresh registration. 


There is no charge for the re-direction of a postal article addressed to any military person, or toany 
member of the Natal Mounted Police, who may have removed from one station to another within the 


Colony on service. 


FOREIGN RATES, &c. 


No letter or other article addressed to any of the South African territories may exceed 7bs. in 
weight, or two feet in length, or one foot in width or depth, unless it be sent on Her Majesty's Service to 


or from a Government Department, 

The Post Office publishes from time to time the rates chargeable to places beyond the borders of the 
Colony. 

She letter rate to the United Kingdom is 23d. the half ounce; to the different South African terri- 
tories it is 2d., excepting Zululand, to which place all the Natal Inland Rates apply. 


No packet of newspapers, printed matter, or commercial papers for transmission abroad may exceed 
two feet, or if for a country of the Postal Union other than the United Kingdom, 18 inches in length, or 
one foot in width or depth; and the extreme limit of weight is four pounds for a single packet for Coun- 
tries in the Postal Union, excepting the United Kingdom, and five pounds for the United Kingdom, and 


for all other Countries. 


In addition to all kinds of printed, engraved, and lithographed matter, legal and commercial doce- 
ments and music in manuscript may be sent as a Book Packet. Proofs of printing, or of music, may bear 
corrections with a pen, and may have manuscript annexed to them. Circulars, etc., may bear the sign 
ture of the sender, his trade or profession, place of residence, and a date. A book may have dedication 
or complimentary inscription in manuscript; and printed or lithographed stock or share lists, prices eur- 


rent, and market reports may have the prices added in writing. 
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Any number of Newspapers may be sent as a Book Packet, but if sent as Newspapers the specified rate must be 


paid for each paper, whether one or several be enclosed in the same cover. 


Pattern and Sample Packets for places in the Postal Union (the United Kingdom excepted) may 
not exceed eight inches in length, four inches in width, two inches iu depth, or eight ounces 
in weight, excepting for Belgium, Canada, France, Greece, Italy, Japan, Luxemburg, Portugal, 
Switzerland, via Fraace, the Argentine Republic, and the United States, the limits of which 
are one foot in length, eight inches in width, four inches in depth, and twelve ounces in 
weight. For the United Kingdom, and for all other Countries, the limits are the same as for 
printed matter. 


The fee for registration is 4d. in all cases. 


Post Cards, issued by the Department, bearing impressed penny stamps, or postage to the extent of 
a@ penny, may be sent from Natal to the Cape Colony, the Orange Free State, or the Transvaal. Similarly 
‘post cards, bearing ld.. postage, may be sent to the United Kingdom. 


Parcels may be sent to the Cape Colony, the Orange Free State, and Transvaal under the same re- 


galations as apply to the transmission of Inland Parcels. The rates are as follows :—

It is impossible to state the nature of the receipts which are ordinarily brought to account under 
this head, since they depend, for the most part, upon circumstances and contingencies not to be fore- 


seen ; moneys received on account of the keep of lunatics and maintenance of military prisoners are 
classified under this head. 


XX.—PROCEEDS OF SALE OF GOVERNMENT PROPERTY. 


The proceeds under this head are, of course, variable, and cannot be defined with any degree of 
exactness, but generally arise from the sale of presents from Native Chiefs, school-books, stationery, and 


such sales of other Government property as cannot be classified under any other heads of revenue. 


XXI.—SALE OF AMMUNITION. 


The receipts under this head are the proceeds of the sale of Ammunition, which by Laws No. 12, of 
1862, and 6, of 1876, is placed under the control of the Colonial Government. 


XXII.—MISCELLANEOUS RECEIPTS. 
Under this head are classified several minor receipts, among which are comprised the following :— 


1. Survey Frees.—These consist of sums paid by purchasers of Crown Lands for the survey 
of such lands when performed by the Surveyor-General. 

2. Scnoot Fres.— For tuition at the Government Schools.

For every contravention of the Regulat’on under this Law, where no special provision is made, the 


party contravening is liable to a fine not exceeding £5, or imprisonment not exceeding one month. 


All fines and penalties imposed by this Law are recoverable in the Court of the Resident Magistrate 


who has jurisdiction in the Division within which such contravention may have taken place.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT INSPECTOR OF SCHOOLS 


FOR 


1891-92. 


This Report is drawn up in accordance with Section 7 of Law No. 15 of 1877, which directs that 
“the Superintendent Inspector shall furnish an Annual Report, showing the number and condition of 
the schools and the state of Education throughout the Colony.” Except the amount and rate of the 
Capitation Grant, which is directly dependent on results, all matters connected with the expenditure on 
Education are left to be dealt with by the Council of Education in its Annual Financial Statement. 


In 1891-92 there were 60 schools and 68 farm-house centres under Government Inspection, with an 


aggregate regular attendance of 6,399 pupils—3,544 boys and 2,855 girls. 


In 1890-91 there were 57 schools and 35 centres with 5,793 pupils. 


The Government Night Schools in Maritzburg and Durban had to be given up at the end of 1891 
owing to lack of pupils. The schools at Harding, Hopewell, and Charlestown, though well supported by 
the Council of Education, ended a struggling existence during the course of the year. The pupils who 
remain at these places are, however, eligible for the farm-house grant. A new school has been opened 
at Noodsberg ; Weenen has now a fixed school, instead of being a farm-house centre; and a grant of 
£100 a year has been made to the Young Ladies’ Collegiate School, Durban. 

The amount of School Fees collected is £12,471 13s. 1d. Of this sum, £4,741 19s. 6d. is contributed 
by the Government Schools and forms part of the Colonial Revenue. The rate of fees is 10s. a month 
at the Government High Schools; from ls. to 5s. at: the Government Model and Government Primary 
Schools; and from 1s. to 25s. at the Aided Schools. 
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Free educatiun is given at Government and Aided Schools to a'l] children whose parents or guardians 
are found, after due enquiry, not to be able to pay the fees. The number of such children is 537, or 
nearly 9 per cent. of the regular attendance. 


The number of children present at the annual inspections was 5,946—92 per cent. of the number 
enrolled, and comprised 3,861 children in standards and 2,085 infants. Of these children, 1,726, or 27 
per cent., had been less than twelve months in attendance at the schools in which they were examined. 
It is estimated that about 2,000 children are being taught privately, or at schools not in receipt of 


Government Aid. 


The number of pupils in attendance, the number of free pupils, ani the rate and amount of fees for 
each school are given in the first of the following Tables. The second shows the passes made in the 
different standards by the several schools. The passes depend both on the general character of the school 
work and on the individual progress of the pupils. 


The capitation grant for the year, z.e., the variable sum directly dependent on the progress and attend- 
ance of the pupils, amounts to £3,604 6s., or lls. 3d. for every child in actual attendance. Last year the 
amount was £4,010, and the rate, 10s 6d. Jn Government and Aided Schouls this grant is paid directly 
to the teachers as a bonus for satisfactory work and attendance. In farm-house schools it is paid to the 
parents. The grant may be altered from year to year by the Council of Education. For Government 
and Aided Schools it consists at present of six shillings for each separate pass in English (reading, recita- 
tion, grammar, geography, and history), writing (dictation aud composition), and arithmetic, provided 
the pupil has completed six months’ regular attendance at the school under inspection, and passes not 
lower than Standard 1V., if over twelve years of age. The grant for infants is 6s. each child, contingent 
also on six mouths’ attendance, and on proper infant school tuition forming part of the regular school 
work. The capitation grant may be withheld from a school if the Inspector is not satisfied with its 
general work, tone, and discipline. The maximum grant of 18s. for standard work and 6s. for infants 
has been gained by 3,158 children—2,166 in standards and 992 infants. ‘The rate per pupil varies from 
4s. 6d. at Dundee Government School, to 16s. 4d. at New Hanover. 


It will be seen from the Table that of the 11,039 passes made during the year, 2,066 are classed 
“ non-paying.” Last year the corresponding figures were 9,862 and 2,077. Of these invalid passes, 
1,026 are those of children who have not been in attendance the requisite six months; 571 are those-of 
children who have failed to advance one standard in one or more subjects; and the remaining 469 are 


those of children over 12 years of age who have passed lower than Standard IV. 


The system of farm-honse grants is proving a success. In 1888 there was only one examination 
centre; in 1889 there were 13 centres with a total of 133 pupils; in 1890 there were 35 centres and 501 
pupils ; in 1891 there were 58 centres and 790 pupils; and in 1892 there are 68 centres and 1,083 pupils. 
A sum of £2, or £2 103., is paid on bebalf of every child who resides at least five miles from a Govern- 
ment or Aided School, and who is found on examination to have been properly tanght daliog the preced- 
ing twelve mouths. Examination centres are formed at any place where no fewer than 10 children can 
be got together. The distance of the centres from-a public school varies from 5 to 45 miles. Many of 
the children thus instructed are being taught carefully and intelligently, and the general method of work 
is gradually conforming to that of the Government Schools. Thirteen of the 68 centres are attended by 
Dutch children only. These 13 centres represent 35 families taught by 20 governesses and tutors, all of 


whom are English, except one—a German. The other 55 centres are attended mainly by the children of 
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English farmers. The following sentence occurs in the authorised syllabus of work :—“ In German or 
Dutch schools a German or Dutch Reader may be substituted for the English Reading Book in Standards 
IV., V., VI., and VII.” This provision is taken advantage of by all German pupils, but by none of the 
Dutch. The number of German children under tuition is slightly in excess of the number of Dutch. 
The almost universal desire of the Dutch farmers is to give their children a thoroughly good English 
education, with music and needlework. Their young people are taking readily to the English tongue as 
well as to English ways, and they evince no desire to know the language of their fathers as it is written. 
Mr. Mudie, the Assistant Inspector, was appointed, among other reasons, because of his knowledge of 
- the Dutch language. He, however, finds very little to do in the subject, except to examine now and 


again a few pupils who are able to read and translate a chapter of the Dutch Bible. 


The work done in the schools is tested by— 

1. The Local Examinations of the University of Oxford ; 

2. The Cape University Examinations ; 

3. An annual Collective Examination of the most advanced pupils of schools in and near 
the chief centres of population ; 

4. An annual examination of the Maritzburg College and the Darban High School by the 
examiners appointed in accordance with Section 5 of the High School Law ; 

. 5. A general and individual examination, oral and written, of all the pupils of the Govern- 

ment Model, the Government Primary, and the Government Aided Schools; and 

6. An examination in Drawing in connection with the Science and Art Department of 


South Kensington. 


I am unable to give any information regarding 2,4, and 6. The results of these examinations will 


probably be made public by the Couucil of Education in due course.

The fifteenth annual examination for Government certificates of proficiency in subjects of elementary 
instruction was held simultaneously on the 5th and 6th November, 1891, in Maritzbarg, Durban, 
Verulam, York, Richmond, Estcourt, Ladysmith, Newcastle, Greytown, and Dundee. A presiding 
examiner, unconnected with the school, was appointed for each centre to see that everything was con- 
ducted in accordance with the regulations. 

The examination is open to all boys and girls in the Colony, but it is taken advantage of chiefly by 
the senior pupils of schools within easy reach of ‘an examination centre. It is held for the special 
purpose of awarding certificates of merit, and it does not’ in any way supersede the annual rira voce 
inspection of the ordinary work of the pupils who take part in it. Preparation for it does not interfere 


with ordinary routine and work ; it tends rather to help both by giving increased method and continuity 


to the lessons of the sen‘or pu)i's. 
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One hundred and eighty-two pupils were examined—l06 girls and 76 boys. The Boys’ Model 
School, Msritzburg, sent 24; the Girls’ Model School, Durban, 22; the Boys’ Model School, Durban, and 
Estcourt School, 18 each; the Convent School, Maritzburg, 16; the Girls’ Model School, Maritzburg, 14; 
Newcastle School, 12; Ladysmith School and Verulam School, 7 each; York School, St. Joseph’s 
School, Durban, and St. Saviour’s School, Maritzburg, 6 each; Tongaat School, 5; Richmond School 
and Howick Private School, 4 each; Sydenham School, 3; Greytown School, Pinetown School, and 
Dundee School, 2 each; and Miss Beart’s School, Durban, St. Charles’ School, Maritzburg, and Kopleegte 
School, 1 each. There was also 1 private pupil at the Durban centre. 


The subjects of examination were Spelling from Dictation, Drawing, Arithmetic, English Grammar, 
Geography, English and Natal History, General Composition, Handwriting, Euclid Book I., Book- 
keeping, French, and Dutch. 


Bighty-six Candidates gained certificates. 
Full details of this examination were published at the end of 1891. 


The six Bursaries—3 for boys and 3 for girls--annually dependent on this examination were gained 
by Victor A. P. Lowinger, of St. Charles’ Grammar School, Maritzburg; Charles Franklin, of York 
School ; Walter James Barrett, of the Boys’ Model School, Durban; Amy Woods, of Estcourt School ; 
Eliza Tozen, of the Girls’ Model School, Durban ; and Frieda Lauth, private pupil, Durban. 


The Standards of Examination and the second of the two Tables show the classified results of the 


yearly inspection of the Government and Aided Primary Schools.

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The four Model Primary Schools and the Girls’ Primary School in Maritzburg are all in a thoroughly 
efficient condition. In everything they are as near perfection as possible. They are a reflex of the 
ability and zeal of the teachers, and to them alone is due the great measure of success which these schools 
have attained. Nowhere is the adage more fully exemplified— As the teacher, so the school.” The 


collective attendance has risen from 1,926 to 2,174. 


VERULAM SCHOOL is rapidly improving under Mr. Harward’s charge. Thé attendance keeps between 
100 and 110. Last year there were 47 failures in the school; this year there are only 5—all in arith- 
metic. This subject is well taught, but it is slightly under the average of the other Government 
Schools, especially in Standards III. and IV. The recitation and grammar of Standard V. are rather 
weak. Singing, drill, and needlework are quite satisfactory. The capitation grant has risen from 83s. 
dd. to 12s. 6d. Sixty standard children and 20 infants gained the full pass, and 26 were examined for 


the first time. 


LapYsMITH ScHoo. continues to improve steadily under Mr. McLaren’s spi: ited management. Every- 
thing connected with it is in a thoroughly satisfactory condition. In discipline, organisation, and work 
it is equal to a Model School. I have not anywhere seen smarter drill or heard better modulated and 
more tuneful school-singing. The attendance keeps steady at about 210. The capitation grant averages 
lls. 1d. There were only 8 failures against 420 passes. Free instruction in Dutch was provided for by 


the appointment of Miss Bester as Assistant, but no one takes advantage of the provision. 


The attendance at Grevrown ScHoor has risen from 84 to 89, and the “ marked improvement ”’ noted 
in last year’s Report is still maintained. The whole work is quite satisfactory. There are no boarders, 
although provision has been made for 20. Thirty-five of the 89 pupils are Dutch, but only two of these 
and two English children take advantage of the instruction given free in that language by Miss De Vries, 
one of the Assistants. There were only three failures—2 in English and 1 inarithmetic. The capitation 


grant amounts to £48 12s., exactly the same as in 1891. The rate is 10s. 11d. 


The NEwcasTLE ScuHoo. is again in a thoroughly satisfactory state. Owing to the extension of the 
railway and to the opening of a Roman Catholic Girls’ School, the attendance has fallen from 214 to 436. 


The capitation grant is at the rate of lls. 9d. 


The number inspected at Richmonp ScHoor was 90, eight more than that of the previous inspection. 
The work is methodical and fairly satisfactory, though somewhat unequal. Writing and recitation, 
wkich were both faulty last year, have improved. Reading is weak throughout. Drawing, geography, 
grammar, and general intalligence are quite satisfactory. Arithmetic is good, and singing very good. 
Discipline is lax among the juniors. The action-songs lack life, and there is no kindergarten work. 
More attention is needed to the writing and notation and numeration of Standards J. and II. Fifty-five 
children gained the full pass and 15 were examined for the first time. The capitation grant is at the 


rate of 13s. 3d. The average attendance of boarders for the year is 11. Each pays £35 a year, including 


schooling. , 


I have nothing but praise for Estcourt Scnoo.. The work all through is excellent. There was not 


one failure in any subject. The attendance has fallen from 99 to 82—33 of them infants—owing to 


removals from the village. The capitation grant averages lls. 11d. 


Pinetown Scuooc has fallen off since last inspection both in attendance and proficiency; and this, 


although a new room has been added and an additional master appointed. Except in two classes the 
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work examined was barely up to standard requirements. There were 15 failures, 11 of them in arith- 
metic. The singing is excellent; the drawing very good; and the needlework good. Thirty-four 


children gained the full pass; the capitation grént is 9s. 10d. Last year the corresponding figures were 
49 and 10s. 8d. 


DunpEr ScHoou was examined in June, 1892, when it had been six months in charge of the new 
master, Mr. S. Harvard Baker, formerly First Assistant in the Boys’ Model Primary School, Maritzburg. 
It was found to be gradually recovering from the neglect of 18 months. The attendance has risen from 
64 to 82, and it soon will be considerably over 100. Everything about the school has changed for the 
better—discipline, organisation, work, and general tone; and the building and grounds are properly 
looked after. Even after six months’ hard work the new master was not able to prevent 5@ failures 


against only 96 passes, nor the capitation from being as low as £22 43., or 4s. 6d. a head. I expect to 
find an excellent school next June. 


St. AnpDrew’s ScHoor is virtually an infant school. The attendance averages 40. The work is a 
fair average, and calls for no remarks. Twenty-one pupils are new since last inspection. The capita- 
tion grant has risen from 4s. 10d. to 63. 5d.

ST. Mary's Scuoot does not improve much. The work as a whole is still under average, arithmetic 
and grammar markedly so. Writing is good, and a beginning has been made in drawing. Needlework 
is quite satisfactory. The attendance is about 150. Sixty-one of the 185 passes are invalid—36 of them 
failures. Seventy-three children are new to the school since last inspection. The capitation grant 


amounts to £49 10s., and averages 6s. 9d. "Last year the corresponding figures were £49 16s. and 7s. ld. 


The attendance at ARCHBELL’S ScHoot keeps at about 100. All the work is careful, methodical and 
satisfactory. Drawing, freehand, model, and ‘practical geometry, and painting are again excellent. 
Needlework has improved considerably. The neater paper work I asked for in last year’s Report has 
been given. Twenty-nine of the pupils are infants; twenty-five have been less than one year at school. 


Thirty standard children and 19 infants gained the fall pass. The capitation grant averages 9s. dd.; 
last year it was 7s. 10d. 


The little ones attending the Vie1 Inrant ScuHoor are well cared for by the kindly veteran teacher, 
Miss Buchanan. The attendance keeps about 30. The highest class of six all passed a good examination 


in Standard I. The rate of the capitation grant has risen from 4s. 10d. to 7s. 1d. 


KELLY’s EVENING ScHOOL continues to do good work. The attendance averages 20 out of 34 enrolled. 
Writing and arithmetic are excellent ; reading, grammar, and geography very fair. Twenty-four of the 


34 boys examined are new pupils within the year. Six gained the full pass. The capitation grant has 
risen from 3s. 4d. to 5s. 6d. 


The attendance at CamperDown Scuoou keeps at about 50, and the character of the work is improv- 
ing. It is still, however, under average. Recitation is mechanical ; arithmetic is faulty ; exercise-books 
need more supervision; drawing, map-drawing, and singing are poor; and writing, grammar, geography, 
and history are good. Eleven of the 51 pupils have been less than a year at the school, 18 gained the 
fall pass as against 15 last year, and the capitation grant has risen from 7s. to 8s. 11d. 


The attendance at Cato Rioce Scwoor has fallen from 33 to 29, but the general proficiency has 
improved. All the children are Germans. The distance from which some of the children come to school 


and their frequent using of their services for farm-work militate against regularity of attendance.

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Arithmetic is good; reading and writing are very fair; but grammar and geography are only moderate. 
Needlework is promising. Nineteen children gained the full pass, and six were examined for the first 


time.

York ScHoo. maintains its high standard of attainments. The whole of the work is perfectly satis- 





factory. The attendance again averages 50; the number of failures is only two—both in arithmetic;

The attendance at New Hanover Scuoot is slightly under that of last year—63 as against 68—but 
the “ high average proficiency and evenness of work ” of last year .are more than maintained. All the 
pupils are Germans. Again the capitation grant, 16s. 4d., is the highest in the Colony. No fewer than 
54 of the pupils gained the full pass. I have nothing but praise for all the work except needlework and 
singing, and some of the writing. The junior classes under Mr. Klinkworth are in advance of the 
requirements in everything. The intelligence of the upper classes was seen in the ready way in which 
they correctly analysed and parsed somewhat complex English sentences. Recitation was very good. 
Next year I shall look for recitation in German as well as in English. The translation of passages in 
bath Janguages was quite satisfactory. Geography is excellent, and a beginning has been made with the 
history of Natal. 


The attendance at NoopsBerG Roap Scuoor still keeps at 38—all Germans. The work is again 
satisfactory. Arithmetic has improved; geography is good; writing, both in copy-books and exercise- 
books, needs more supervision. The regular translation of English into German or of German into 
English is giving the pupils a good practical knowledge of English. Standards II. and LV. did well all 
through. Sixteen children gained the full pass, and nine are new since last inspection. The rate of the 
capitation grant has fallen from 10s. 9d. to 9s. 2d., chiefly owing to an influx of new pupils. A begin- 


ning has been made in sewing and knitting. 


A sthool was begun in June, 1891, at Noopsperc, 10 miles east of the school at Noodsberg Road. 
The number of pupils is 15—all Germans and most of them very backward. The master, Mr. P. Frohl- 


ing, was trained at Hermansberg and in Germany. 


The attendance at Howick Scuoot has fallen from 67 to 54. The school has made fair progress 
during the year, but much still remains to be done before it reaches the first rank of Aided Schools. 
Arithmetic, home exercises, and recitation are weak all through. The writing in copy-books has 
improved ; general information and intelligence are satisfactory in the upper standards; drawing and 
singing are good; geography, grammar, history, Latin, and geometry are very good. More life and 
precision are needed in the discipline. Sixteen children gained the full pass, and sixteen were new since 
last inspection. Fourteen out of 21 failures in class subjects were in arithmetic. The capitation grant 


averages 9s. ld. 


The school begun at LinGetron in August, 1890, is succeeding. The attendance has risen from 17 to 
25, and the progress of the pupils gives evidence of a good working tone. Freehand drawing, map- 
drawing, and singing deserves special commendation. Eight children gained the full pass, and 15 were 
examined for the first time. Of the 20 invalid passes, 18 are those of children over age. The capita 


tion grant averages 8s. 8d. 


Witce Fontrerx ScHoou has gone back during the year. The attendance has fallen from 26 to 17, 
and the work is unequal. The higher standards are satisfactory ; the lower are weak. Four pupils 
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gained the full pass: nine failed in English and three in arithmetic. The capitation grant averages 9s. 


11d. The Rev. J. R. Edwards resigned the mastership at the end of 1891 and was succeeded by Mr. 


Halliday, from Hopewell School. I anticipate better results at next inspection. 


The little school at Furruo, near Richmond Road, has 16 pupils, and continues to do quiet, steady 
work. The capitation grant averages 9s. 4d. 


The attendance at Hopeweit Scuoor has fallen from 25to 12. There are few young children in the 
district to take the place of those who have finished their schooling. The work is again excellent, and 
the children intelligent and well-informed. Ten of the twelve gained the full pass, and the capitation 


grant averages 15s. The school ceased to be a fixed school at the end of 1891, and is now a farm-house 
centre. | 


New Leeps Scuoou lacks energy and is not by any means up to full working power. Reading, reci- 
tation, notation, and numeration are very faulty all through the school. There is no singing and no 


sewing, and only a little Natal history. The exercise books need attention. The other subjects reach 


a fair average. The attendance has fallen from 30 to 26. Ten pupils gained the full pass, and two are 


new since last inspection. The capitation grant averages 12s. 


The attendance at Ixoro Scuoor has fallen from 39 to 31 owing to the opening of another school in 


the village. The work is better on the average than that of last year. Standard I. is weak; recitation 


is faulty ; and the geography and grammar of the senior class are under average. Every pupil, however, 
has advanced one standard, and the capitation grant has risen from 4s. 7d. to 13s. 7d. The low rate of 


last year was caused chiefly by sickness and bad weather. 


THE Durspan Westeyan Inrant ScHoo. is in excellent working order. The attendance has risen 
from 160 to 212—115 infants and 97 juniors between Standards I. and IV. I have nothing but praise 
for the whole of the work. The singing and action songs again descrve special commendation. Sixty- 
six standard children and 84 infants gained the full grant, which averages 8s. 3d.—ls. ld. more than in 


1891. Eighty-eight pupils were admitted during the year. 


Two hundred and seventy-oue children were examined at St. JosEpn’s ScHOOL—126 infants and 145 
in standards. The weak points noted in last year’s report have received attention. Arithmetic, which 
has always been weak, is steadily improving. The Infants and Standard I. are almost equal to those of 
the two Girls’ Model Schools. Drawing and needlework are excellent throughout. Geography and 
grammar are quite satisfactory. The recitation of the upper standards lacks style. The full pass was 


gained by 94 standard children and 87 infants. Ninety-three are new since last inspection. The capita- 
tion grant averages 9s. 8d. 


The school at ADDINGTON maintains its character for good, useful work. The attendance has fallen 


from 113 to 100. Drawing is again excellent. Thirty children gained the full pass; 46 are new since 
last inspection ; and the capitation grant averages 8s. 2d. 


The attendance at the Berza Roap Scuoor has risen from 159 to 170, and the school throughout is 
in a thoroughly satisfactory state. The singing and calisthenics are excellent. Sixty-eight standard 


children and 48 infants gained the full pass ; 66 are new since last inspection; and the capitation grant, 
amounting to £80 2s., has risen from 8s. 3d. to 9s. 5d. 


SypenaaM ScHOOL is on the whole in good working order. The attendance keeps at between 45 


and 50. Arithmetic is well taught and is satisfactory ; reading, and writing in copy-books, with a few

Wice Fontein Scwoou has gone back during the year. The attendance has fallen from 26 to 17, 
and the work is unequal. The higher standards are satisfactory ; the lower are weak. Four pupils 
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gained the full pass: nine failed in English and three in arithmetic. The capitation grant averages 9s. 
1ld. The Rev. J. R. Edwards resigned the mastership at the end of 1891 and was succeeded by Mr. 


Halliday, from Hopewell School. I anticipate better results at next inspection. 


The little school at Furruo, near Richmond Road, has 16 pupils, and continues to do quiet, steady 
work. The capitation grant averages 9s. 4d. 


The attendance at HopeEwELL ScHoor has fallen from 25to 12. There are few young children in the 
district to take the place of those who have finished their schooling. The work is again excellent, and 
the children intelligent and well-informed. Ten of the twelve gained the full pass, and the capitation 
grant averages 15s. The school ceased to be a fixed school at the end of 1891, and is now a farm-house 


centre. 


New Leeps Scxoou lacks energy and is not by any means up to full working power. Reading, reci- 
tation, notation, and numeration are very faulty all through the school. There is no singing and no 
sewing, and only a little Natal history. The exercise books need attention. The other subjects reach 
a fairaverage. The attendance has fallen from 30 to 26. Ten pupils gained the full pass, and two are 


new since last inspection. The capitation grant averages 12s. 


The attendance at Ixorpo Scuoor has fallen from 39 to 31 owing to the opening of another school in 
the village. The work is better on the average than that of last year. Standard IJ. is weak; recitation 
is faulty ; and the geography and grammar of the senior class are under average. Every pupil, however, 
has advanced one standard, and the capitation grant has risen from 4s. 7d. to 13s. 7d. The low rate of 


last year was caused chiefly by sickness and bad weather. 


THE Durpan WeEsLEYAN INFANT SCHOOL is in excellent working order. The attendance has risen 
from 160 to 212—115 infants and 97 juniors between Standards I.and IV. I have nothing but praise 
for the whole of the werk. The singing and action songs again deserve special commendation. Sixty- 
six standard children and 84 infants gained the full grant, which averages 8s. 3d.—1s. ld. more than in 


1891. Highty-eight pupils were admitted during the year. 


Two hundred and seventy-one children were examined at Sr. JosEpu’s ScHoot—126 infants and 145 
in standards. The weak points noted in last year’s report have received attention. Arithmetic, which 
has always been weak, is steadily improving. The Infants and Standard I. are almost equal to those of 
the two Girls’ Model Schools. Drawing and needlework are excellent throughout. Geography and 
grammar are quite satisfactory. The recitation of the upper standards lacks style. The full pass was 
gained by 94 standard children and 87 infants. Ninety-three are new since last inspection. The capita- 


tion grant averages 9s. 8d. 


The school at ADDINGTON maintains its character for good, useful work. The attendance has fallen 
from 113 to 100. Drawing is again excellent. Thirty children gained the full pass; 46 are new since 


last inspection ; and the capitation grant averages 8s. 2d. 


The attendance at the Berga Roap Scuoot has risen from 159 to 170, and the school throughout is 
in a thoroughly satisfactory state. The singing and calisthenics are excellent. Sixty-eight standard 
children and 48 infants gained the full pass ; 66 are new since last inspection; and the capitation grant, 
amounting to £80 2s., has risen from 8s. 3d. to 9s. 5d. 


SyDENHAM ScHOOL is on the whole in good working order. The attendance keeps at between 45 


and 50. Arithmetic is well taught and is satisfactory ; reading, and writing in copy-books, with a few 


— 
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exceptions, are good; but most of the home exercise-books are untidy in the: :treme. Badly-kept 
exercise-books completely nullify the good done by clean and careful copy-boot :. Recitation in the 
upper standards is good; in the lower, very poor. Needlework now receives di > attention. Thirty 
pupils gained the full pass; and 12 are new since last inspection. The capite ion grant is 13s. 3d. 
Last year it was 10s. 8d. 


For the third consecutive year I have to report that all the work at New Gr many ScHoor shows 
careful and methodical instruction by Mr. Volek, the master. Reading, both in En :lish and German, is 
very good ; recitation is good; and the copy-books and exercise-books are neat. Gre mmar and geography 
are quite satisfactory. Part-singing is excellent, and needlework and drawing ire fair. Seventeen 
pupils gained the full pass; only 4 are new since last inspection. The capitation g ant has risen from 
9s. 6d. to 11s. 10d. 


The little school at Mip-ILLovo is prospering under Miss Bowman’s care. Aritimetic is very weak, 


but in other subjects there is evidence of a year’s good work. The capitation grant averages 68. 5d. 


The attendance at WESTVILLE ScHoor has risen from 17 to 30. The standard oi the work is under 
average. Arithmetic especially is weak. Eighteen of the 30 children are Geriaan. The capitation 
grant has fallen from #s. 6d. to 4s. 7d. The present teacher has, however, been less than a year in 
charge. 


The attendance at Bexuair Scuoor has risen from 34 to 40, and the good average proficiency of last 
year is maintained. Reading, recitation, writing, and drawing are again good ; and arithmetic and 
granimar are again weak. The discipline is rather lax. Fifteen children gained the full pass, and 21 


are new pupils since last inspection. The capitation grant is 7s. 10d. 


The attendance at Toncaat Scoot has fallen during the past four years from an average of 40.to 
an average of 31. The work is very satisfactory. Recitation and arithmetic need a little more atten- 
tion. A pupil-teacher is necessary for the lowest classes. There were only two failures out of 79 passes, 
and 27 out of 31 children examined gained the full pass. The capitation grant has risen from 12s. 8d. 
to lds. 6d., the third highest rate this year. 


® 
Steady improvement goes on year by year at Umaxati Scuoot. The school-room has been enlarged. 
The attendance averages 22. The work throughout is quite satisfactory, and the intelligence of the 
children is again marked. There were no failures, and 13 children gained the full pass. The capitation 


grant has risen from 9s. to 12s. 3d. 


STANGER SCHOOL is not in a satisfactory state. The attendance has fallen from 32 to 27, and the 
work is poor all through. The teacher does not seem to adapt his work to the ages and capacities of his 
pupils. The rate of the capitation grant has fallen from 8s. to 5s. 1d. Miss Thring resigned early in 
the year, and was succeeded by Mr. W. A. Rouse. 


The attendance at New GuELDERLAND ScuHoo. has fallen from 32 in 1891 to 22 in 1892. There are 


no failures, and the general character of the work is again very high. Arithmetic is excellent; grammar 


good. The capitation grant is 14s. ld. 


The attendance at Doressure Scroor keeps at about 25. The standard of attainment is low, but the 
work is fairly satisfactory. The children are intelligent and responsive. I anticipate better results 
when the new teacher, Miss Rouse, has been longer at work. The capitation grant is 6s. 6d.; last year 


it was 10s. 2d. All the children, except two, are Dutch and German. 
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Umznto Scuoor is doing fairly well. Arithmetic is weak. The attendance has risen from 23 to 36. 
The capitation grant has fallen from 9s. 9d. to 6s. 4d., chiefly owing to the number of pupils who have 
been less than 6 months at school. Miss Trenor resigned at the end of June, and has been succeeded by 
Mr. Agars Wood, an experienced teacher. 


Good work is being done at the Lowrr Umzimxutu Scuoot. The average proficiency, however, is 
low for the average age. Ten of the 21 children in attendance are infants. The capitation grant 
averages 5s. 5d. Last year it was only Is. 


The attendance at Marsure Scoot has risen from 39 to 51—all Norwegians—and the results of a 
year’s good work were evident at the annual inspection. The writing of the junior classes needs more 
attention. The senior pupils are intelligent, and have made satisfactory progress in their knowledge of 
English. Arithmetic shows considerable improvement, but it is still under average. More black-board 
drill is needed. The capitation grant has fallen from 9s. 11d. to 8s. 8d. 


Harpine ScHoon has had a flickering existence since it was begun two years ago. The attendance 
has fallen from fourteen to five, and the very liberal grant made to the school has been stopped. Eight 
children were present at the inspection in March last. Their work is quite satisfactory, but not more so 


than many a farm-house school two or three times the size. 


Frere ScHoo. was a farm-house centre till January, 1891, when it became a fixed school. Both the 
attendance and proficiency have increased since last examination. Of the 31 pupils 21 are boarders, 7 
come by train, and three walk some distance to school. New dormitories have been put up since last 
year. The children are well cared for and seem well-behaved. The school work all through is better 
than last year’s. Arithmetic is the weakest subject, and mental arithmetic has not been taught. Reci- 
tation in all standards is much better than it was last year. The grammar and general intelligence of 
the senior pupils deserve special commendation. Singing is taught only by ear, but nearly all the pupils 
are learning instromental music. The girls sew and the boys do macramé work. Exercise-books and 
copy-books need more attention. Sixteen children gained the full pass. The capitation grant averages 
9s. 8d. 


The school at WEENEN has been again resuscitated, this time under charge of Mr. J. W. Penn. The 
attendance is 30—all Dutch but three. The work is backward, but promising. 


The attendance at HERMANNSBERG SCHOOL has fallen from 46 to 39, butjthe general proficiency of the 
pupils is higher. They are tanght by three qualified masters. The whole work—English, German, and 
industrial—is quite satisfactory. Thirty-four gained the full pass. The capitation grant is 16s. 2d.— 
next to that of New Hanover, and the second highest in the Colony. 


GLEN ELaND maintains its average of 18 pupils and its character for quiet, intelligent, methodical 
work. The capitation grant is 13s. 9d. Last year it was 13s.

This school continued its ordinary working up to December 31st, 1891, at which time it was finally 


closed, the Superintendent and Teacher dismissed, and the place left in charge of two Natives ; those 
Natives are still on the place. 


This action was taken on the ground that the school was not answering the purpose for which it 
was started; most of the scholars attending were from different Mission Stations, and could have been 
taught in schools connected with the Missions from which they came. 


Beyond sending a few day scholars, the Natives in the neighbourhood did not take any interest in 
the school, and, though repeated efforts were made to induce them to send their children, still persisted 


in the declaration that “‘ they had never wished for a school, and from the first had said they would 
have nothing to do with it.” 


Under these circumstances, and looking at the great expense at which it was being worked, it was 
decided to close it. 


Commencing its work in June, 1886, it had but a short life of five-and-a-half years. From the first 


it was seriously handicapped by its unfortunate position ; and that it has died out so soon will astonish 


no one who is acquainted with the facts of the case. It has cost a considerable amount as an experi- 


ment, but may have a distinct value as an object lesson.

One of these was closed on account of the removal from the neighbourhood of severa 
of the families who were sending children; one on account of want of interest in the school on the part 
of the people; and the other, because the manager declined any longer to teach English in the school 
as required by Law. 


Several schools have been in regular working throughout the year (with an aggregate attendance 





of some 700 children), hoping to receive some assistance, but as their circumstances prevented their 
complying with the industrial requirements at present in force, they have not yet received any help, 


though doing useful work. 


There has been but little alteration in the amount of the grants given to each school, increases 
have been made to Ikwezi La Maci and Ehlanzeni, and one decrease—Spring Vale. ,The increases were 


£10 and £40 per annum respectively, and the decrease £10 per annum. 


The total amount expended on these schools during the year ended 30th June, 1892, was £3,489 10s, 
which, taking the average daily attendance of 2,945, gives a cost per child of £1 3s. 8d. _ 


The usual Annual Returns furnished by the grantees show the total number of school children on 
the registers to be 3,896, with an average daily attendance of 2,945, as against 4,026 and 2,777 respec- 
tively last year ; a slight decrease in the number on the books, but a distinct improvement in the average

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Three thousand and eighty-two children have been under examination this year, and the result, as 


a whole, is quite satisfactory.

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NOTES ON THE SCHOOLS. 


EKUKANYENI. 


This school is still in a very unsatisfactory state; it appears to be practically abandoned to the 
Natives, as the teacher informed me that there had not been a single visit paid to the school by any 


European during the year. 


Very little progress has been made during the past twelve months, most of the children being very 
young. The average attendance has only reached 20. The girls are taught sewing—but nothing beyond 
keeping the path clear is done by the five boys attending. 


ST. ALBAN’S 


is about the same as last year for numbers attending, having an average for the year of 25, with a total 
on the books of 27. 


The school work has been quite satisfactory, and the industrial work has considerably increased, 
carpentry, printing, and shoemaking being the principal things taught. Each department is supervised 
by a thoroughly practical European, and the boys are making satisfactory progress. 

With the fees, very low, the dietary scale fairly varied, the option of several trades and all the life 


of a town school, it is strange that a better attendance is not secured. It only needs this to place it 
amongst the best schools we have. 


SPRING VALE 


Through various causes this school has fallen off considerably in every way. So much so, that the 
grant has had to be reduced from £40 to £30 per annum, but I am hopeful that under the new manage- 
ment things will improve. All the girls are taught sewing, and the boys do one hour's field-work 
daily. 

HIGH FLATS 


is still the good school it has always been; there has been an improvement in the numbers attending 
(from 26 to 36), the school work for the year has been quite satisfactory, and the girls learn many usefal 
things, both in sewing and general housework. Asa coantry boarding school for girls this school is 


doing a useful work. 
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Ee 
INANDA SEMINARY 
still keeps ite place at the head of our Native industrial institutions ; its average attendance has risen 
from 66 to 73 for the year, while the number on the roll at the end of this year is 22 above what it was 
at the same time last year—90, as against 68. Very good work has been done in every department, 
the map-drawing and arithmetic in the school work, and the laundry work in the industrial, deserving 
special notice. The general intelligence manifested throughout the school on the occasion of my last 
inspection was more particularly pleasing. There is no idle time here, from early morn till dark every 
‘one is kept busy, each girl taking her turn at the various branches taught, school work, sewing, fancy 
needlework, plain and advanced cookery, laundrywork, &c., and every tendency to self-conceit is effectu- 
ally counteracted by each having to take her turn at the more menial classes of work—sweeping the 
rooms, cleaning the windows, making the beds, chopping wood, or carrying water, together with the 

agricultural work necessary in the cultivation of from 10 to 12 acres of land. 


All this under the kindly supervision of some five European ladies combine to make it the most 


popular training institution available to the Natives, and give it a just claim to increased assistance. 
INANDA PRIMARY. 


A very vonsiderable increase has been made in the numbers attending this school, having risen from 
56 last year to 103 this. It is divided into two departments, each of which is taught by a Native 
teacher. Good work has been done during the year. The girls are taught sewing, and the boys have 
@ block of land planted with trees to keep clean and neat, together with the roads near the school. As 


the children grow up they are, if girls, drafted into the Seminary, and if boys they pass on to some other 
higher school. 


The school building is scarcely large enough for the numbers at present attending. 
UMTWALUME. 
Here too, considerable increase has been made in the attendance, viz., from 90 to 147. 


The school is taught by two Native teachers, the school house is spacious and well ventilated, and 
the progress made satisfactory. 


All the girls are taught sewing under the supervision of Mrs. Wilder, and the boys are taught 
brickmaking for two hours daily. Beside keeping the paths clean, some 16,000 bricks have been made 
by the boys this year. I am hopeful that straw-plaiting and hut-making will be taken up by these 
children this year, as the date palm is plentiful in the neighbourhood. 


IFAFA 


has at present an attendance of 38, as against 29 last year. The school work is not quite so good as 


hitherto. The girls are taught sewing, but beyond keeping the approaches clean no work has as yet 
been found for the boys to do. 


AMAHLONGWA. 


This school has improved in its working considerably during the year; under the care of a new 
Native teacher the children have smartened up very much. The attendance is about the same as last 
year (39). 


Straw-plaiting and hat-making is now done by the children, besides keeping a considerable length 
of roadway in order. All the girls are taught sewing. 
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IFUMI. 


The work for the year at this school is fairly satisfactory ; the attendance has grown from 44 to 59. 
The teacher is a good one, the building fairly spacious, and well-provided. All the girls are tanght 
sewing, and boys and girls are taught straw hat and mat-making, besides keeping the roads im repair. 


This straw-plait work is about the only thing that can be taken up by the boys in the way of 
industrial work, on account of shortness of funds available; but it has a value educatively that will 
increase as the work goes on, not only training hand and eye, but leading up to the general adoption of 
European modes of living; to wear hats very soon becomes fashionable in the neighbourhood of schools 
where they are made, and the hat soon leads up to better clothes, &. 


UMZUMBI HOME. 


This very useful school still keeps up its character and numbers. Since my last report, two ladies 
have arrived from America to take permanent charge, and under their energetic management I am 
hopeful that even better work than in the past may be done ; frequent changes iu the teaching staff, sach 
as this school has had, are detrimental to progress, and that these ladies are to remain for some time 


promises well for the work undertaken. 


The inspection results were under the circumstances satisfactory. A great many useful things are 
taught the 50 girls attending. Sewing, washing, ironing, cooking, fancy needlework, together with 
plenty of physical exercise in the way of carrying wood and water, and all the routine housework ofa 
large institution. 


UMZUMBI PRIMARY 


still keeps up its numbers, having 84 on the books at present, and the work done is satisfactory. A 
large proportion of the scholars are very young, but all are kept well at their work during school hours; 
in addition to the ordinary school work the girls are taught sewing and the boys brickmaking—and all 
straw-plaiting for hat-making. The girls as they grow up are drafted into the Home, or go to some 
more advanced school—the boys go to work either at home or with some European. This school is 


deserving of a higher grant than it at present receives (£24). 
MAPUMULO 


has regained the ground it had lost last year in numbers, having at present 71, as against 59 last year. 
It has a very good Native teacher and has done good work. All the girls learn sewing, but very litile 
of an industrial character is done by the boys. Some trees have been planted, and a very little elementary 
carpentry) has been done. 


IMUTYANI 


has done fairly well during the year; the attendance is slightly higher, and the progress made is satis: 
factory. All the girls are taught to sew. No industrial work has as yet been found for the boys save 
path-cleaning. 


GROUTVILLE SCHOOLS. 


This group of schools, six in all, have an aggregate attendance of 368 children. Each school i 
under Native teachers, and all are under the direct supervision of the resident missionary, Rev. H. D. 
Goodenough. 
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A decided improvement in the tone and working of these schools has been secured during the year, 
save in the Station Schoo!, which is much below what it ought to be; with this exception the school 
‘work has been satisfactory while the industrial training has been improved all round; besides the 
ordinary sewing done by all the girls, and the garden work by the boys, the children of both sexes at all 


these schools receive regular instruction in the straw-plaiting and hat and basket-making. 


The buildings are fairly spacious, and suitable furniture exists in each. 


Not until there is a workshop at the Station School will this group of schools be thoroughly satis- 
factory. The position of the Station School and the number of boys within a reasonable distance, sug- 
gest the desirability of some central trade school, and if under the new system of grading, a sufficiently 


increased grant in aid can be secured, I fully expect that such a school will be started. 


The 
UMSUNDUZI 


School keeps about the same as last year in numbers and character of work done. Everything is very 


elementary ; still the school supplies a want, and will improve. 


Beyond the usual path-clearing nothing of an industrial character is done, save that the girls are 


taught sewing. 
ESIDUMBINI. 


Very good work has been done here during the past year, and whilst a large proportion of the 93 
children attending are very young, the progress made in the school work generally is quite satisfactory. 
The school-honuse is spacious and well ventilated, the teaching staff capable. and the attendance fairly 
regular. 


All the girls are taught sewing, and the boys have planted a plot of tea, which they keep clear, some 


rows of wattle trees, and have done some fencing and road-making. 
ITAFAMASI. 


A very little improvement has been made here during the year, and the grant will probably be with- 


drawn unless something more cecidedly progressive is secured. 
NOODSBERG 
has lost ground somewhat during the year, a change of teachers being partly the cause. 


The local circumstances of this school make it more than usually difficult to keep up the numbers 


attending. 


All the girls learn to sew, and an acre or two of ground has been ploughed, on which the boys are to 
plant wattle trees. 


The school-house is in need of considerable repairs, which I expect will be done shortly. 


HERMANSBERG. 


So far as ordinary school work is concerned this school is doing excellent work, under one European 
and one Native teacher. The attendance keeps about the same, 47, and the examination results show 


careful supervision on the part of the teachers and attention on the part of the scholars. 
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The school is well provided with all necessary books, &c. 


In the industrial work little or nothing is done beyoni the sewing taizht to tho girls; arrange 
ments, are, however, being made for giving instruction in wagonmaking to all the larger boys; and if 


an increased grant could be givzn this work would be begun forthwith. 
EHLANZENI. 


The constant demand made on this school by the Europe. inhabitants of the district for boys and 
girls to take service with them makes the attendance very flactuating. Though very desirous of acced- 
ing to the numerous requests for servants, the gentleman in charge of this station has frequently t 
refuse, having as the alternative the practical closiug of the schuol; still as a depot for servants of both 
sexes, the inhabitants of the district must find Ehlanzeni a very useful Mission Station, and from the 
many certificates in my possession the class of servants obtained here are mach above tha average. At 
the time of my last inspection there were but 47 present, a low number for this place, explained by the 


foregoing remarks, 


The school work for the year has not been as satisfactory as could be wished; the reading and 
translating of English being particularly poor. In other subjects the examination resalts were fairly 


satisfactory. 


It is in the industrial work that this school excels. Year in and year out every boy has constantly 
some useful industrial employment in hand—frequently varying in character—yet all useful. Quarrying, 
dressing, and building stone; making, burning, and building bricks; chopping, sawing, planing, and 
fixing wood; clearing, ploughing, weeding, irrigating and reaping the crops on the land; painting, 
thatching, &c., &c. In most of the agricultural operations the girls all take part, besides sewing, and 
some of them are taught general housework by Mrs. Reibeling. 


There are three European and one Native teacher employed, all of them under the constant super- 
vision of the Rev. T. Reibeling, and the way in which he succeeds in not only giving them a knowledge 
of reading and writing, together with some one or more nsefal trades, but also and more especially the 
degree to which he succeeds in developing conscience in these Natives (a conscience that it is right and 
righteous to be diligent in business wherever that business may be) is something unique, worthy of imi- 


tation everywhere. 


The grant to this school has been deservedly increased by £40, thereby enabling the manager to 


retain the services of a skilled European trade teacher. 


Ample accommodation exists both for school and boarding purposes, and the general health of the 


scholars is excellent. 
EDENDALE TRAINING INSTITUTE. 


There has been a slight falling off in the numbers attending here this year, 53 being present at the 


annual examination, as against 57 last year, but the work done has lost none of its excellence. 


There are now two English and one Native teacher employed, and every department of the institu- 
tion is in very good order. 


Fifteen of the boys are regularly instructed in carpentry under a European teacher, and the re- 


mainder have an honr or two daily in field work of some kind. 
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As a training school for Native teachers this institution is doing a good work, and a staff of fairly 
effective teachers will shortly be at the disposal of the different school managers. 


In the 
EDENDALE PRIMARY 


a considerable falling off in numbers has taken place from various causes. The work done is, however, 


of a better character than last year, and as a feeder to the higher schools this school is doing good work. 


The girls are regularly taught plain sewing, and the boys keep the surroundings of the school neat 
and clean. 


EDENDALE GIRLS’ 


peeps about the same both in character and nuvbers. I regret that it has not been found practical to 
commence a boarding school for these girls, as however good the day school may be it does not contain 
the possibility of practical teaching that the boarding school has. The advanced teaching of the merely 
ornamental tends very naturally to a one-sided and conceited result; and whilst possibly these girls 
might surpass those of a boarding school in a knowledge of the three R's, music, or fancy needlework, 
they would almost certainly be far behind them in regard to the different things that go to make up 


ordinary practical usefulness. 


As a day school the work done is highly creditable to both teacher and taught. 


ADAMS’ TRAINING SCHOOL 


has increased: slightly during the year, the average attendance being 54 this year, as against 50 last 


year; there has also been a decided improvement in the generul tone of the school. 


The 52 boys who were present on the day of inspection acquitted themselves to my entire satisfac- 


tion, and showed that good steady work had been done during the year. 


Of the boys taught here, 16 receive instruction regularly in carpentry, 4 in printing, 1 in mill work. 
The others are occupied for some hours daily either in cultivating the land or in the wood-chopping and 


cleaning, &c., connected with the boarding department. 


All the trade work is done under the supervision of a skilled European teacher, and fair progress is 
made by the boys in the shop. 


The arrangements in the boarding department are carried out under the direct supervision of Mr. 


and Mrs. Bates, and in every respect are all that could be desired. 
AMANZIMTOTE PRIMARY. 


This school is steadily growing, having 111 on the roll, and under three Native teachers is doing 
well. The building is altogether too small for the numbers attending, and its enlargement is being 
arranged for. 


The school is worked in two departments, the lower one being simply aninfant school ; in the upper 


department the progress made has been fairly satisfactory, save in the arithmetic classes. 


All the girls attending are taught sewing, and the boys keep the roads in order, and are taught mat. 
and hat-making ; one of the boys is regularly taught mill work. 


= 
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INDALENT. 


There are some 84 children attending this school with the very good daily average of 71. It has a 
capable Native teacher, and is under the direct supervision of the resident European Missionary ; the 
children are more than usnally smart, and very good work has been done during the year. Ample 
accommodation and furniture is found in the school room. ' 

All the girls are taught sewing, and the boys have regular field work, attending to the block of 


wattle trees planted two years ago (some 4 acres). 


Should the long-looked-for new basis of grading make wattle-planting a qualification for increased 


grant in aid, I have no doubt that a considerably increased area would be cultivated at this place. 
KLEINFONTEIN. 


This also is a very good school, with some 79 children attending, and under two efficient Native 
teachers. The children acquitted themselves very creditably at the annual examination, and with the 
school as a whole I am quite satisfied. | 

The girls are taught sewing, some of which is done very well indeed The boys have built some 
dry stone walling, enclosing a plot of ground, in which they have planted fruit trees, which they have 
cleaned and manured. 

Situated in the upper district of the Colony, it will be difficult to provide the boys at this school 
with any industrial work other than that now being.done, unless the slojd work, or something like it, 


were taken in hand. This, however, could only be d ne if increased aid were given to the school, the 


present salaries to the teachers being more than twice the grant received. 
DRIEFONTEIN. 


A new teacher and a little special effort have succeeded in improving the tone of this school, which 
if some industrial work were provided for the boys, would be a very good one. The girls are taught 


sewing, and the school work is satisfactory. 
CEDARA. 


This school has the advantage of having one of the best Native teachers we have, and _propor- 
tionately good work is the result; but the school-room is miserably small and inconvenient, and the 
circumstances of the school have hitherto prevented any industrial work being found for the boys. The 
girls’ sewing class is a decided success, and as all the girls attending the school (22) are taught sewing, 


athe school may claim to be doing a good work. 


GEORGEDALE 
has fallen off in numbers from 35 to 28, but the work done has in no way declined. 


It is a pity that with ample accommodation and a good teacher, a better attendance is not secured. 
The boys keep a plot of trees clean and the roads near school in repair, and the girls are all taught 
sewing, 
THE TRAINING SCHOOL (FREE CHURCH OF SCOTLAND) 


still keeps on with its quiet though useful work; the numbers are the same as last year, and the work 


done is satisfactory. 
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Sewing is taught to both sexes, and daring the year a printing press has been secured, with which 


some of the boys are learning a little printing. 
IMPOLWENI 


has done well during the year, the result gained at inspection being very creditable. One European 


and two Native teachers are employed, everything being ander the personal supervision of Rev. J. Scott. 


The number attending is 153, and the daily average attendance for the year has been 128. All the 
girls are taught sewing, and some 15 of them go through a regular course of household work of a 
practical character in the “home,” under Miss Millar. The boys have planted some acres of wattles, 
put up aconsiderable length of wire fencing, helped on the bailding of a large house, to be used asa 
boarding-house for the boys, besides a great many other agricultural duties ; so that'the school may be 
regarded as meeting the design of the Education Law pretty fully. 


GORDON MEMORIAL, 


‘with an average daily attendance of 28 scholars under a European teacher, Mr. Moir, has also done 
very fairly during the past year; on the day of inspection there were 103 present, the most of whom did 
well. . : 

The industrial work has been well attended to during the year. All the girls are taught sewing, 
and some fourteen of them who live in the Girls’ Home under the care of the Misses Lorimer are taught 
general housework. The boys in turn have various kinds of industrial work to do, 38 of them for four 
hours daily, the others not quite so much, garden work, manuring, planting, weeding, plastering, fencing, 
carpentry, stable-work, &c., &c. The industrial work is under the charge of Mr. D. P. Hunter, and the 


entire establishment under the personal direct supervision of Dr. Dalziel. 
NEW GERMANY 


keeps up its character for usefulness, though not on so large a scale as some other schools. The school 
is amply provided with school necessaries, has a capable Native teacher, and is closely looked after by 
the Rev. J. Glockner. There are some 60 children attending, and the year’s work has been satisfactory. 
All the girls are taught sewing, and a number of odd jobs are found for the boys to do, garden work, 
plastering, fencing, painting, &c., &c. The grant given is well deserved. 


KOENIGSBERG. 


Great pains are taken here to make the children understand the meaning and practical applicati 
of what they learn, as also to cultivate habits of cleanliness and industry, and the result is distinctly seen 
as they grow older. Some 80 children attend, and besides the ordinary school work, something of an 
industrial character, (planting or cleaning of trees, repairing or making dry stone fences, cleaning the 
roads up, or in the summer months cultivating the different crops) is found for them to do daily. All 
the girls are taught sewing, and altogether the school is a useful one. 


UMPUMULO. 


I am pleased to report a very considerable improvement in every respect at this school. The scisol 
work has had during the year more of the personal supervision of the missionary in charge, Rev. C. 
Liesegang, with the natural result of better work being done; whilst outside the school a considerable 
amount of industrial work has been taken up. Several boys have had work given them in the carpenter's 


shop, repairing carts, painting, &c., and some fencing, together with garden work, has been done; the 
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girls are taught plain sewing and other needlework by Mrs. Leisegang. This school with its 70 children 
is deserving of a mnch higher grant than it is at present receiving—an increase which only awaits the 


adoption of some definite system of grading. 
IK WEZI-LA-MACI. 


This school has also improved very much since my last inspection; thereare some 56 children oa 
the books as azvainst 41 last year; satisfactory work has been done in the school; but it is in the 
industrial department that the greatest improvement has taken place. The workshop has been lengthened 
‘to about 60 ft. long, aturning lathe has been set up, and blacksmithing, carpentering, and wood-turning 


are regalarly carried on. 


Eighteen boys are employed in the shop for about five hours daily, where repairs to wagons, ploughs, 
harrows, &c., and new furniture for the branch schools are constantly being made; a large number of 
yokes have also been turned and stapled ; this, with the cultivation of some 6 or 8 acres of land, keeps 
everybody constantly at work. The girls are all taught sewing, and three or four of them have general 


housework given them to do. 
HOPE VALE. 


Everything here is unsatisfactory, and unless some decided improvement is very shortly made, the 


grant will be either reduced or withdrawn. 
OSCARSBERG 


is a good school deserving of a higher grant than it at present gets (£24). There are $7 on the books, 
about 30 of whom (girls) are boarded in the “ Home ” and have regular instruction in housework. The 
school is under the direction of three European teachers and fairly satisfactory work has been done; the 


boys are employed in any odd job that can be found for them. 
ST. MARGARET’S HOME. 


This is a small girls’ school of 16 children, the most of whom are very young. The school work B 


rather poor, and the same remark applies to the industrial work. 
ST. FRANCIS XAVIER 


is very satisfactory in all its working; under two European and one Native teacher, the children are 
making good progress, not only in the school work proper, but also in the industrial work, which is very 
varied, carpentry, shoemaking, and field work for the boys, and plain and fancy needlework, crotche, 
and basket-making for the girls. The boys are all taught sewing. The children attending (60) are 4 
mixture of various colours and tribes; all of whom are, however, carefully supervised, and the result 1 


quite satisfactory. 
MARIANNHILL 


with its 180 children is also doing good work. A very large teaching staff and constant attention is 
telling well on the children ; the school work is generally satisfactory, more especially among the boys 
and the industrial work in both departments is very good. A great variety is taught to both sexes, # 


will be seen on referring to the tables at the commencement of this report. 


Industry, cleanliness, and order mark the whole of both departments, and a good amount of usefdl 
knowledge is imparted. 
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SACRED HEART. 


Here, too, very good work is being done. Under three European teachers the children make good 
progress in the ordinary school work, and the industrial work 1s as good as hitherto. Three boys are 
taught shoemaking and soldering, the rest are employed in field work, and the girls are tanght sewing, 


cooking, housework, &c. Everything here is cle:n and smart, and an increased grant is fully deserved. 
EMANGWENI 


is a small school of some 24 children, the surroundings of which make any systematic industrial work 
by the boys almost impossible ; repairs to the road and caltivation of crops being all that as yet has 
been done. The girls are taught sewing. A decided improvement in the ordinary school work was 


evidenced on the occasion of my last inspection visit. 
BETHANY 


still keeps its name for good work, and as far as possible both boys and girls have in addition to the 
school work something of an industrial character to do, principally sewing by the girls, and cultivating 


a plot of ground by the boys. The progress made in school work was satisfactory. 
SPANDIKRON 


with its 50 scholars keeps quietly at its work, and the annual inspections show that usefal work is 
being done, though the progress made is not all [could wish. The girls are taught sewing, and the 
boys do a little fieldwork. | 


HOFFENTHAL. 


This school being under the direct personal supervision of a European missionary, himself an old 
schoolmaster, is progressing quite satisfactorily. Everything both in the school and industrial work 
evidences constant effort to improve the children attending. The inspection results were very good, and 


in every way possible these children are taught to be usefal. 
HLATIKULU. 


A frequent change of teachers has prevented the progress that might otherwise have been made; 
the circumstances of the school are against any thorough industrial teaching; odd jobs of fencing, tree- 
planting or weeding is all that can be done by the boys, and all the girls are taught sewing. But the 
fact that from 60 to 70 children regularly get even this amount of training gives the school a value 
beyond the grant it receives (£24). | 


ENDUNDUMA 


has done very well during the year. The attendance is regular. There isa good Native teacher, and 
the progress made in school work is quite satisfactory. Ample accommodation exists for all present 


purposes. The girls are all taught sewing, and the boys have field work given them.

ST. MICHAEL'S 


is doing very good work under three European teacherr., It has improved in numbers from 37 to 60; 
better results have been secured in school work, and a greater variety of industrial work has been taken 
in hand; the girls are taught sewing, cooking, and general housework, and the boys stonework, sho. 


making, and fieldwork. 


Everything gives promise of improvement, and I expect that very shortly this school will take s 
position among our best. 


JONONO’S KOP 


School still keeps its name for good work. Undera Native teacher the children are getting on very 
well; unfurtunately there is little or nothing that can be found for the boys to do of an industrial 
character ; a little dry stone-walling is all that has yet been done; all the girls are regularly taaght 


sewing. 


The schools at Evansdale, Tunzi, Newtonville, Empushini, Idududa, and Inhlangakazi are all small 
country schools, very unfavourably circumstanced for industrial work, yet efforts are made to do the 
little that can be done; path-cleaning, weeding, straw-plaiting, as circumstances permit, are given the 
boys to do, and all the girls are taught to sew. The teaching power is generally poor at these small 
places, but notwithstanding these drawbacks good work is done, and from these small places many 
children go to join the better schools as soon as they have mastered the mysteries of the alphabet. The 
grants given are in every case small, ranging from £12 to £14 per annum, and I regar.| these schools as 


being well worth the money spent on them. 
GENERAL REMARKS. 


The school work during the year has on the whole improved considerably, a better understanding 
on the part of the teachers as to their duty has obtained, and the result is seen in the increased intelli- 
gence of the scholars. The fact that the children are taught a, to them, foreign language makes the 
work seem slow, but taking this fact into account the progress made is creditable alike to teachers and 


taught. 


More rapid progress in translating would be made if greater pains were taken with the lower 
standards. The too common practice of simply telling the children the meaning of the passage read, 
rather than making them understand the meaning of the individual word, very natura!ly results in the 
child giving a fair rendering of the passage of the Reader, but altogether failing to understand the same 
words in another book ; frequent spells of conversational exercise in English would go far to make the 


children acquainted with the language in which most of their work is done. 


Asarule the Reading in English in the higher standards is well done, both as regirds accett, 


pauses, and expression, the weak point being the translating. 


Writing is one of those mechanical exercises, which, with the keen observation that characterises 


the Native, is soon acquired ; and throughout the schools this branch of work is well done. 


Arithmetic in the different standards is somewhat weak; there is, however, a large and rapidly 
increasing number of both sexes who have acquired as much of it as they are ever likely to need. More 
attention should be given to the practical application of the rules learned, by mental exercise 88 well as 


by written questions put on the lines of ordinary business requirements. 
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Geography in the higher standards is not only being fairly well taken up, but jis also very distinctly 
widening both the area and the character of the world to the scholars alae it. Map-drawing has 
been quite a success where taught, and some very good work has been done. 


History is a subject that has not been much taught; now that Russell’s “Natal” is in the hands of 
many of the scholars, a knowledge of the land they live in will soon be pretty general; where it has 
been used great interest has been taken in it. 


Composition, one of the most useful things the scholars have had brought before them, is still very 
poor, the fact being that the majority of the Native teachers are quite incompetent to teach it. This 


will, I hope, be remedied by the special attention that is now being given to the training of Native 
Teachers. 


Elementary Science is taught in a few schools, but the result is not satisfactory. 


Singing, both by ear and note, and in some places both vocal and instrumental, is fairly well done. 
The greatest fault (a fault of the teachers) being the seeming idea that singing means making a great 
noise. 


Drill. This useful adjunct to school work is taken up but by a few schools. Where it is given the 
advantage gained is distinct in the promptness and smartness of the children. I am much pleased with 
the decided effort that has been made in the different schools to comply with the demand for more 
industrial work. Shops have been built or enlarged, the number attending has been increased, new 
branches of work commenced, and among the smaller schools straw-plaiting, hat and basket-making, 
carpentry, or brickmaking have been begun ; this has been done in the hope of farther assistance being 
given them by the Council of Education, as everything of this kind involves an addition to the expenses 
of the school, already in most cases considerably beyond the amount of the grant received ; some of the 
schools charge school fees, but the amount thus raised is very small, its chief value being the principle 
affirmed ; and the manager is frequently embarrassed by the difficulty of paying his teaching staff and 
keeping the school-house in decent repair and properly farnished, a difficulty in some cases only sur- 
mounted by the employment of inferior teachers at a lower salary—to the detriment of the school. 


For another twelvemonth our school work has been seriously impeded by the absence of some 
definite system of grading—rumours have been afloat in the air that very soon something of the kind 
would come into force, and a feeling of uncertainty thereby induced that has acted harmfully on the 
general working of the schools; a re-adjustment of school grants is urgently needed, but until something 
definite has been decided, must remain in abeyance to the manifest loss of the more deserving schools ; 
applications for new grants have to share the same fate for the same reason. I sincerely trust this 
difficulty will soon cease to be. 


I have been :truck in my travelling with the evident growing desire on the part of the Natives 
generally to have their children taught to read and write, and in a few cases to have them learn a trade, 
and I am convinced that were the necessary funds forthcoming, the numbers attending oar schools would 


very shortly be doubled by the opening of new schools all over the Colony.

The beneficial result of education received in early life is seen, when the Native has grown up and 
acquired a little property, in the greater interest he takes in improving his surroundings, tha 
does the Native who has never been taught; the three or four years of sehool life appear to completely 
alter the bent of the Native mind in the direction of a better style of living. Clothing, furnitare, 
cooking utensils, saddlery, European articles of food, and stationery are among the many things that are 
fast becoming necessaries to the educated Native, and if the originating of “ wants” in the Native life 


is a desirable thing, our Native schools may fairly be credited with considerable value. 


The Annual Native Teachers’ Examination this year was by far the best yet held. There were 45 
present. Some very good work was done evidencing special training for teaching, and encouraging the 
hope that a much better staff than at present exists will soon be open to take work. As my report 
the Examination was published at the time, it will not be necessary to give details here.

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8. Notes on the Board Schools. 


Durban.—Satisfactory. The attendance continues to increase, and is regular; the present accommo 
dation will not, however, allow of any further increase without over-crowding. Examination results ar 
better than last year’s. Nearly all the boys presented for examination had advanced by one standard 
The boys at this School are enthusiastic cricketers and footballers, and make good use of the gymnast 
appliances with which they have been supplied. Discipline is good; and the general appearance of the 
boys reflects credit upon the teacher, Mr. R. Hoover. 


Umgeni.—Satisfactory. The attendance has considerably increased, and is fairly regular. This 
School serves a wide area—some boys coming from long distances. Examination results show that m 
ground has been lost during the year, though a number of higher standard boys left. Discipline is 
good ; but several of the boys are not so careful about their appearance as I should like to see then 
Various improvements have been effected in the accommodation, which is sufficient for the present. The 


want of a play-ground is very much felt. The teacher is Mr. V. Rowley. 
9. Notes on the Aided Schools. 


Railway.—The attendance at this school is Jarge—which means that it has been greatly over. 
crowded during the year. All the progress that could be expected under the circumstances has been 
made. The long-promised new building is at length ready, and the teacher will have some chance of 


showing what he can do. 


Durban (Dr. Booth).—Satisfactory. The attendance keeps up and is regular. Examination results 
show progress ; many of the boys were a little in advance of the Standards in which they were pre 
sented. There has been no regular drawing class this year, owing to the absence from the Colony of 
Miss Saunders, who informs me that she took some of the boys’ original designs to Mr. Sparkes, the 
Principal of South Kensington School of Art, and Headmaster of the Lambeth and Crystal Palace 
Schools. He thought them exceedingly good, and immediately said that boys showing such decided 
talent ought to be in the School of Art, which he knew existed here. The school has been removed intos 
large new building, specially provided for the purpose, through the liberality of a friend of the &. 
Aidan’s Mission. It has the advantage of being now on the inner side of the Railway deviation. 


Durban Girls’.—Satisfactory. The number of pupils on roll is not so great, but the average atten- 
dance is better. Examination results show that very fair progress has been made. Needlework is 
good. All the girls are taught sewing. They have made up a large quantity of clothing during the year. 
Sales are held three or four times a year. They are very popular, and all the things are generally sold, 
as the parents are pleased to have them. The place of Miss Saunders has been ably filled in her 
absence by Mrs. Cedamuthn, a trained teacher from India. 


Sydenham.—Satisfactory. The attendance has long since outgrown the old school-room. A ne¥ 
one, affording more accommodation, and in a more central position, is about to be erected on a piece of 
land which has been acquired for the purpose. Better results were shown this year than last. I desir 
to call the Board’s attention to the case of the teacher as a special one, and to request that a special 
grant be made to the school on his account. He was the successful teacher of the Umgeni Board School 
during its first four years. He resigned, intending to return to India, but failing to do so, forfeited hu 
right to a free return passage. He has since worked his way up to a position of almost equal impor 


tance, but with far less remuneration. 
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Avoca.—Satisfactory. The namber on roll is not so Jarge as it was last year, but the average 
attendance is better, and the examination results show a decided improvement. The accommodation is 
still indifferent, the Manager not having been able as yet to avail himself of the building grant offered by 
the Board, no site being obtainable on reasonable terms. 

Cornubia.—Satisfactory. With fewer on roll the average attendance is higher that it was last year. 
More boys were presented for examination, and in higher standards. They acquitted themselves well. 

Tongaat.—Satisfactory. There is, however, very little improvement in the attendance; nor is the 
average more than fair. There is no reason why this should not be as large a school as it was some 
years ago. Most of the pupils were presented for examination, and passed creditably in the standards. 

Point.—The attendance at this school is large, and the average fairly good. Too few pupils were 
presented for examination again this year. It is alleged that the attractions of work on the Wharf and 
in the Bay prove too great for the bigger boys. I am afraid that it will never be possible to show very 
good results in the building at present used as a school room. A somewhat better one has been obtained 
for the coming year. Too many pupils are admitted free. This is perhaps the last place in which we 
should look for a charity school: but the Manager assures me the Indians will not pay fees. 

Umbilo.—This school is well attended—rather too well for its capacity. Examination results show 
that progress has been made, but the number presented for examination is again too small. No great 
improvement is to be expected under existing conditions—a teacher in a crowded room, and without 
efficient assistance, is heavily handicapped. Some improvements, but not affecting the space, have been 
made since the school closed for the Christmas holidays. 

Isipingo.—Like many other schools the attendance has fallen off, but an improvement has been 
effected in the average, and some progress has been made. I think there is an opening for a better 
school here than we have as yet succeeded in obtaining. 

Umzinto.—Satisfactory. The average attendance has improved. The annual examination showed 
that more had been attempted than last year, and but for an epidemic fever in the neighbourhood, results 
would have been better. The teacher is to be complimented for good discipline, and as I remarked last 
year, upon the neat and tidy appearance presented by the children. Too few pay fees; but any attempt. 
to collect them would, it is feared, have the effect of emptying the school. I think a strong effort to 
‘obtain more girls might be attended with snccess. 

Equeefa.—Satisfactory. This is a new school which promises well. Nearly all the pupils are 
beginners, but will not long remain in that category, for their heart seems to be in their work. Exami- 


nation results are merely nominal this year. The accommodation is sufficient. 


Pietermaritzburg I.—Satisfactory. The number on the roll is greater this year than last, Sut the 
average attendance remains the same. Examination results are still only fair. Too many of the pupils 


pay no fees. The Manager is quite alive to this, but does not see his way to make any change. 


Pietermaritzburg II.—This school was closed at the end of the year in consequence of the falling-off 
inthe attendance. Examination results were good, in so far that the boys presented for examination: all 
passed easily in their standards—which were, however, the two lowest. There are a number of Indians 
in the neighbourhood, and probably a well appointed school, with a selected teacher, would yet succeed. 
Both impossibilities. | 

Pietermaritzburg Girls’.— Satisfactory on the whole, the average attendance bei: g greater than last 
year’s, with a less namber on the roll. Examination results were better, and showed some progress. 
Singing is taught, and # great deal of usefal and ornamental needlework has been done during the year. 


The accommodation is sufficient, perhaps, but it is not good in kind. 
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Newcastle.—Has been a disappuintment, the attendance being small. Hxamination results were 
agreeable surprise. It was evident he present teacher had spared no pains during the few months fr 
which he was responsible. Nearly all the boys presented for examination were in a:lvance of the 
standards. I believe it w.ll be found necessary to remove this scho»l to Ladysmith, where more suport 


is to be expected. 


Durban (Rev. 8. H. Stott).—The attendance at this schuol has improved, but it is still a long way | 


behind what it might be. Examination results show progress, and the great care and pains taken by the 


teacher have atoned in.some measure for her insufficient knowledge of English. 


Bridgeford.—It appeared at one time that this school might recover. The number on the nil is - 


greater than in the previous year, bu! the average shows no improvement. Examination results proved — 


there was no fault to be found with the teaching. 


Verulam.—Satisfactory. I am glad to be able to repeat my last year’s commendation. This schol 


is on a high level of excellence throughout. The old room has been palled down, and a new one afford. 
ing more accommodation. has been erected in its place. 
Umhloti.—Is a new school. It has not been long enough at work, perhaps, for a final judgment, 


but I am of opinion that the attendance will not be sufficient to warrant a continuance of the grant in 


a —F—— A 








aid. Examination results show nothing, several of the boys presented having been already examined 4 — 


the Verulam School, which they had left when this was opened in their neighbourhood. 


~ Umbilo.—This school was only opened for a short time. The Manager in announcing the closing ad — 


it wrote :—‘‘ When the flood rains caused so many of the huts in that neighbourhood to collapse, the 
Coolies who had lived in them left, and so many of the children attending my school belonged to thos 
who went away, that it was of little use to carry it on. Further, it is so far away that I found I could 


not look after it as it required.” 


Durban (Father Baudry).—Safisfactory. The number on roll and the average attendance remaining 


about the same as in the previous year, but the girls slightly in excessof the boys. Examination resulta — 


were fair, the pupils presented being all in the lower standards, the more advanced having left schoo. — 


Discipline is good; and the system of medals and crosses of honour every week for earnest work sod 


serious conduct works well. A great quantity of excellent needlework, both plain and fancy, has been 


done during the year. As the teacher says :—‘‘ The sewing gives satisfaction to the parents. The day 


previous to the examination several mothers came to inspect the work’; useless to say with what pride the 
girls showed what they had done.” Visitors remarked the cleanliness of the children—it is only by con- 
tinually “reminding ” them that they can be made particular on this point. The children seem to like 


singing. To quote the teacher again: ‘‘ The part song rendered at the distribution of prizes surprised | 


many of our interested friends.” 


Clairmont.—Satisfactory. The number on roll has increased considerably, and the average attend. — 


ance is good. Examination results were fair, and showed that some progress had been made; but there 


is a lack of smartness about the boys, for which the teacher must take the blame. 


Pietermaritzburg (Father Barret).—Satisfactory. The attendance continues to improve. Exsit 
nation results show that considerable progress had been made. As before, the Kindergarten drill and 
exercises are a feature. The children presented a very pleasing appearance in the uniform smock with 
which they had been provided for wear in school. Needlework to the value of £5 13s. has been doze 
during the year, the material being found, and the articles being distributed as rewards or otherwis 


Too few pay fees. 
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Sea Cow Lake.—This school has been closed. Like Estate Schools in general, it has never been 
satisfactory. The teacher, when announcing his intention to give up the grant in aid, wrote that he was 
greatly discouraged by the indifference of the parents, and knowing the annual examination would be a 
failure again this year, he had thought it best to close. I quite agree with him; but there is certainly 
an opening for a school in the neighbourhood, both the Umgeni and Sydenham Schools being too far 
away to serve the more populous portion of the Springfield Flat.

The children of Free Indians pay sixpence, those of Indentared 
Indians threepence per month. These fees are paid into the Colonial Treasury, and form part of the 


General Revenue. 


20. The amount paid as fees by the scholars of Aided Schools is £75 19s. Ad. against £70 @ for 
1890. These fees are retained, as a rale, by the Teachers. The rate of fees ranges between threepeo 
and five shillings per month. 


21. At the end of the year there were 25 Teachers, 23 Assistants and Pupil Teachers, making oto! 
of 48 of all grades. Of the teachers 11 are European ladies.

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REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON CRIME 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING 30TH JUNE, 1892. 


The number of offences reported during the year was 26,540, being slightly less than in the previous 
year, but in excess of any earlier record. The great mass of the cases consists, however, of minor 
offences, dealt with by the inferior Courts, and there is a noticeable decrease in the number of cases tried 
m the Supreme and Circuit Courts. This is partly due to the increased jurisdiction conferred upon the 
Magistrates’ Courts by the Law 25, of 1890. 


The total number of cases tried in the Supreme and Circuit Courts was 133. There were fourteen 
convictions for Murder; out of eleven indictments for Rape there were only three convictions for that 


offence, but in some cases the jury found the accused guilty of less serious crimes. 
With one or two exceptions there have been no cases of Native Riots of any, consequence whatever. 


The trials for Stock Thefts present no noticeable feature, but, in regard to a crime undoubtedly so 
prevalent and so frequently undetected, it is probable that the criminal records do not furnish data from 


which any reliable inferences can be drawn.

Tue HonovugaBLe THE COLONIAL SECRETARY. : 


Siz,—I have the honour to forward for the information of His Excellency the Governor, the usual 
Statistical Tables, &., for the Year ending 30th June, 1892. 


There were one hundred and thirty patients in the Asylum on the 30th June, 1891, viz. :—Forty- 


nine Europeans, twenty-one Indians, forty-seven Natives, and thirteen of other nationalities. 


On the 30th June, 1892, there were fifty-eight Europeans, sixty Natives, twenty-one Indians, and 
thirteen of other nationalities, making a total of one hundred and fifty-two. 


Forty-seven patients were admitted during the year; of these, twenty-two were Europeans, nineteen 


Natives, four Indians, and two of other nationalities. 
The total number of patients under treatment was one hundred and seventy-seven. 


Twenty-four of the admissions were suffering from mania, seventeen from melancholia, foar from 
dementia, one from epilepsy, and one from general paralysis of the insane; and as regards their general 
health on admission :—Fourteen were ot average health and condition, twenty-four were in indifferent 


health and reduced condition, while nine were in bad health and a very exhausted condition. 


Sixteen patients have been discharged :—Thirteen Europeans, four Natives, two Indians, and one 


classed under “ other nationalities.” 


The discharges on admissions have been 34'2 per cent., while the recoveries on admissions were only 


27-6 per cent., which is below the average of previous years. 


Nine deaths occurred :— Eight males and one female. The percentage of deaths on the average 
number resident was 6°4 per cent. ; and 5 per cent. of the total number under treatment. This is a low 
death rate for an Asylum, and compares favourably with similar Home Institutions; but last year our 
death rate was abnormally high. | 

Taking the population of the Colony to be that given in the Census of the 6th April, 1891, there is 
] registered insane person to every 3,507 of the general population, distributed among the various races 
in the following proportion :—Europeans (including all races other than Natives and Indians) 1 in 659, 
Indians (exclusive of those under Indenture) 1 in 1,447, Natives 1 in 7,559. 
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I am glad to be again in a position to report the absence of any suicide, or fatal accident during the 
year, although two patients have attempted self-destruction ; one of these, a female, has made repeated 
determined attempts on her life, which she was able to do all the more effectively as she is practically 
devoid of sensibility. On one occasion she succeeded during the night, and while under the special care 
of her nurse, in opening her trachea with an ordinary pin, which she had secreted under the skin between 


her fingers. 


The new building was formally openedin May. It is bright and cheerful, and the improved accommo- 
dation, which is much appreciated by the patients, ought to have a decidedly beneficial influence on 
their mental condition. It is to be regretted that the central dining room, &c., could not be completed 
as was intended, for without these necessary buildings the working of the Institution must of necessity 


remain defective, even although well equipped in other respects. 


There has been a marked improvement in the coloured patients since they occupied the ‘quarters 
vacated by the Europeans, which is, I think, partly due to the more comfortable and less crowded wards, 
and partly to the additional rooms allowing of a more satisfactory classification being made than was 


formerly possible. 


During the year the sum of £834 18s. 11d. has been received on occount of private patients, and 


paid into the Treasury. 


The Asylum is indebted to the proprietor of the Press newspaper for gratuitously supplying the 
Weekly Press. 


Mrs. Henderson, Briar Ghyll, and Mrs. Symons, Kingsbury, have been good enough to frequently 
send liberal supplies of fruit to the patients, which I need scarcely add was very much appreciated.
